KIO, Sunday, Dec. 4, 10 a.m.—[{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) Figuung was 
resumed at 2 o'clock Saturday at- 
ternoon for possession of the hills on 
the westerly side of Port Arthur proper. 
The Russian batteries on these crests 
were bombarded from Shungshu Moun- 
tain and 203 Meter Hill, at dark 
Gen. Nogi's infantry seized the lower 


slopes. 

Hand-to-hand fighting immediately 
began for possession of the crests and 
when the last bulletin was received, 
at midnight, a desperate engagement 
was goihg on for possession of the for- 
tified cliffe, which are really the north- 
westerly walis of the city. 

Until these cliffs are taken, the Jap- 
anese Infantry cannot proceed from 
Pali Mountain toward Golden Hin, nor 
can the trenches be continued south 
from Kekwan Mountain. The capture 
of these hts is essential to the Jap- 
anese plan of campaign, and it be- 
lieved Gen. Nogi will be justified in 
losing a big proportion of his forces in 
order to carry this connecung line of 
intrenchments west of the new town. 

Four battalions of infantry fröm be 
trenches of Shungshu and three battal- 
ons from the crests of Meter Hill 
took part in the assault. 

It is believed here that there will be 
at least two days of continuous fighting 
before the last Russian redoubts can be 
taken, but as the enemy has not more 
then 3000 men able to take the field 
there is no doubt whatever of the suc- 
ceas of the undertaking.

JAP GUNS CAPTURED.

MUKDEN, Dec. 3.—All day 
Russian siege guns bombarded vil- 
lages occupied by the Japanese to the 
east of the railroad.

SMOKE AND DRINK LESS. 


Figures Furnished by German Finance 
Minister Show that Nation is 
More Temperate. . 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 


BERLIN, Dec. 3.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) Six million fewer bottles of 
champagne were drunk in Germany 
during the first six months of the 
present fiscal year, and 8,000,000 fewer 
cigars were smoked, as appears from 
the figures which Finance Minister yon 
Stengel submitted to the Reichstag to- 
day. The wine and tobacco revenues 
show a falling off of $975,000, while the 
use of spirits increased, as is evident 
from the $2,500,000 addition to the rev- 
enues from distilling. 

Among other curiosities, the budget 
shows an increase of $2,937,500 in the 
revenues from sugar since the Brussels 
Sugar Convention, and a reduction in 
the revenues from the domestic sugar 
tax, showing lower prices of sugar and 
greatly increased consumption. 

The revenues for the year ending 
March 31 are larger by $875,000 than 
the estimates. There is an increase of 
$2,500,000 from posts and telegraphs and 
$1,750,000 from the Alsace-Lorraine 
railroads, more than offsetting the de- 
ficits In other tmperial departments. 

The customs receipts at the end of 
October were $3,000,000 lexus than in 
"903, due to the diminution of grain im- 
ports. The railroad and postoffice re- 
ceipts were better than expected but 
the surpluses will be used up by 
improvements.

that President Roosevelt will 
make an extended trip through the 
South in the near futu He thinks 
well of the idea, and has been strongly 
urged to visit that part of the country. 
Already prominent people in some of 
the leading Southern cities are prepar- 
ing for the visit. 

The President has made up his mind 
to attend the reunion of the Rough 
Riders in San Antonio, Texas. Ne has 
so informed severa! persons. No time is 
set for the mustering of the members 
of this famous organization; but it is 
understood that it wil) take place some 
time next April or May. The exact date 
will be determined by the President's 
future plans. Whenever he finds it 
convenient to get away from Washing- 
ton will suit the, Rough Riders.

If there is no extra ses- 
sion he will be at leisure to take an 
extended trip about April.

A Magistrate Who Interpreted the Law 
According to His Own 
idea. 


{Chicago News:] “Law in Colorado, 
at least in some of the wild districts, is 
a different thing from law in Illinois,” 
sald Lawyer William Dillon of this 
city, brother of John Dillon, the wel- 
known Irish member of the British 
Parliament. “In Colorado, as in II- 
nois, the jurisdiction of the justices of 
the peace is limited. In the graver 
cases they can merely hold a prelim- 
inary hearing and bind over to the 
grand jury. But justices of the peace 
there are hardly ever lawyers, and it 
seems to be the general sentiment that 
the less they know about law the bet- 
ter justices they make. I had a peculiar 
experience with this kind of justice out 
among the Colorado mountains. 

“I had been sent for ‘> defend a pris- 
oner who was charged with a grave 
felony and it looked like a penitentiary 
sentence if he should be found guilty. 
His preliminary hearing—at least I 
supposed it was to be merely a prelim- 
inary hearing—was to be before a saw- 
mill boss, who was likewise the local 
justice of the peace. It's perfectly safe 
to say that His Honor had never looked 


in a lawbook in his life. He would 
have scorned law book. 
The hearing took place. The wit- 


nesses for the people were interrogated 
by the justice, there being no prosecut- 
ing attorney. They told a story that 
sounded bad for my client and I de- 
cided that it was clearly a case for 
binding over. 80 I announced that 1 
did t propose to offer any evidence. 

“Did that Colorado sa iil justice 
bind my client over? He did not. It was 
the only thing in law that he could do, 
but to my utter amazement he at once 
proceeded to sentence my man to the 
penitentiary for a designated term.

The origin of the fire is unknown, It 
was discovered by a patrolman and had 
been burning probably an hour or more 
before it was discovered. Several pa- 
trolmen in that part of the city 
smelled smoke for half an hour before 
the fire flashed, but they could not 
it. Suddenly a cloud of smoke burst 
from the large four-story bullding. 

WATER OF LITTLE USE.

PRECIOUS STONES. 


New Diamond Mines Located 
‘in the Transvaal Dis- 
trict. 


[New York Tribune:] The report es- 
titled “The Production of Precious 
Stones in 1903.“ which George F. Kunz 
has recently prepared for the United 
States Geological Survey, contains a 
summary of the most recent discov- 
eries of gems throughout the world, 
and descriptions of their latest uses in 
jewelry. Within the year important and 
extensive developments in diamond 
mining have been made in the Trans- 
vaal district, and it is clear that dia- 
mond deposits of very promising 
richness exist throughout a wide area 
lying east of Pretoria. Many mines 
have been located, and about a hun- 
dred prospecting shafts have been 
sunk to different depths to test the na- 
ture and the extent of the deposits. 
Among the mines actually in operation 
by far the most important is the Pre- 
mier, which should not be confounded 
with the De Beers Premier. Its out- 
put is superior in yield to that of the 
De Beers property, but the diamonds 
bring only about 75 a carat, while 
the De Beers and Kimberley stones are 
worth $11.62 a carat. 

Mr. Kunz quotes authority for inter- 
esting data about the diamonds of In- 
dia, the country which once produced 
all the diamonds of the world. The the- 
ories of the electric peculiarities of the 
diamond are explained. Particulars are 
also given of the use of made of dia- 
monds in the process of wire drawing. 

Considerable interest has lately been 
manifested in the mining of beryls and 
tourmalines in the province of Minas 
Geraes, Brizil, where a number of re- 
markable blue and green .beryls have 
been obtained. One of the green beryls 
was a crystal that weighed 182-8 
pounds, more than twice the weight 
of the great beryl in the Imperial Berg- 
Academy gee? School at St. Peters- 
burg, Russia, which is valued at $13,- 
000. During 1903 a remarkable discov- 
ery Of blue beryle was made near. Rio 
Janeiro. These were deep blue crys- 
tals, from which single gems were cut 
that weighed 100 carats each. At Villa 
Rica two dozen magnificent crystals . 
of euclase were found which measured 
from two-fifths to one and a third 
inches. 

The chapter on spodumene, hidden- 
ite and Kunzite is one of the most in- 
teresting in the report. e Tinding of 
the new variety of the transparent li- 
lac 8 mene in California (which 
was named Kunzite, after the author 
of this report) is one of the most 
notable disceveries of a gem mineral 
that has been made in a long time. It 
not only adds a novel and elegant 
stone of purely American production to 
those used in jewelry, but a stone that 
has great scientific Interest from the 
remarkable properties it possesses in 
connection with the action of Roent- 
gen (or X) rays and those of radium 
and like substances. These large and 
beautiful crystals were first obtained

Mother Reaches Hospital Two 
Minutes Too Late to Say Farewell. 
One Hundred and Fifty-five Per- 
sons Gave Skin from Their Bodies, 
but to no Avail. 


Hazel Hiden, the 98-year-old school- 
girl who was terribly burned on Sat- 
urday, October 29, while playing with 
a bonfire at the rear of her parents’ 
home, in the foothills, northwest of the 
city (No. 2227 F street.) died at 12:50 
o'clock yesterday afternoon at the 
Children's Hospital, Alpine and Castel- 
lar streets. This was the child for 
whose recovery 155 men, women and 
children submitted to the surgeon's 
knife, giving from their arms neari 
800 pieces of skin, which were graft 
onto the burned areas of the girl's 
body in two operations, under the di- 
rection of Drs. Millbank Johnson and

The first and most extensive grafting 
wag performed November 8. the second 
six days later. The bandages in which 
the child was wrapped from waist to 
ankles Nad to be changed every other

Death yesterday resulted from sur- 
gical shock and the wearing out of 
the child's system by the five weeks of 
physical agony and mental strain.

TIMES BIRTHDAY. 


Undoubtedly the most interesting 


thing in the world is the birth and 
Growth of a human, being. From that 
first miraculous moment when the new- 
born infant sends forth its inarticulate 
@nd helpless cry until the full-grown 
man or woman occupies a responsible 
Place in the affairs of life, the tale is 
of never-ending and absorbicg interest. 
And next in interest to the birth and 
growth of a living being comes the 
Svolution of a great newspaper. For, 
of all the inanimate things that exist. 
the newspaper most nearly approaches 
the human individual in its nature, its 
eharacteristics, and its functions. A 
man’s favorite newspaper is like a 
friend to him. He regards it with «a 
fertain affection. He quarrels with it, 
Scolds it, praises it, thinks he hates it, 
but always loves it. It is his cham- 
pion, it fights his battles tur nim, it 
informs and entertains him, rejoices 
with him in his happiness and sympa- 
thizes with him in his sorrows. Be- 
tween the man and his paper-—if the 
latter be worthy—there springs up a 
Teciprocal bond of mutual endearment 
Aang companionship that often is sev- 
efed only py death. ag 
it is upon such thoughts as these that 
the mind will run on an occasion like 
today’s—the twenty-third anniversary 
of the birth of this journal. 
cember 4, 1881, the Los Angeles Times 
“happened.” it is a far cry-a tar look 
backward from now to then; and yet 


So much has been accomplished and 


% many things have been crowded into 
those twenty-three years that, some- 
times, it seems but weeks instead of 
years. As one turns back to view th 
infant when it vented its first little wai 
om the earth and compares it with the 
Stalwart of this hour—a man’s size 
newspaper—the result is well-nigh un- 
believable. 

The real progenitor of The Times was 
a tiny weekly begun in Los Angeles 
during 1873. It was called “The Mirror,” 


‘and was published from a job office, 
to advertise which was the chief mis- 
on of “the smallest paper in Call- 


fornia.” In 1875 The Mirror was en- 
larged, and in 1881 its owners made it 
possible for two other newspaper men 
to begin the publication of The Times 
from the same office. It was being 
conducted as a four-page six-aay folio, 
with a circulation of a thousand copies 
dally, when, on July 31, 1882, au interest 
in it was acquired by Harrison Gray 
Otis, since and vow its editor and 
manager. Los Angeles was then a city 
of about 12,000 popuiation. | 

On the Gfteenth anniversary of the 
Gay upon which his connection with 
this jourual began, Gen. Otis gatnered 
Nis then co-owners of The Times about 
the festal board in the original 
“Bivyouac,” and made to them a com- 
prehensive report showing an astonish- 
sng progress ali along the line made 
Suring the years covered by that re- 
port. 


The original Times building had been 
‘rected; five printing presses and 
twelve linotype machines were being 
used, all of Wi had deen bought 
pa for;. in addition to which 
Wages and salaries had also been paid 
Out amounting to nearly three-quarters 
of a million dollars. The Times was 
then printing from 10 to 11 pages daily, 
38 to 36 pages on Sunday, with a daily 
circulation of 19,000 and a Sunday cir- 
culation of 25,000.. It was altogether a 
happy day in this journal's history, 
and it was thought the limit of ex- 
pansion bad been neurly reached. 

Hut what go we behold today? The 
circulation of this issue of The Times 
is approximately 58,000 copics, the num- 
ber containing over 100 pages, large 
and small--undeubtediy the largest 
newspaper in the world.

From statistics compiled and pub- 
Mehed several days ago it was shown 
that for the week ending November 
Mn, last, there was a total of 78 col- 
uns of advertising printed, only 45 
columns less than were printed during 
the same period in all the other Los 
Angeles papers combined. During the 
Month of October The Times printed 
312 columns of advertising as a daily 
average, the total for the month de- 
ing 2485 columns, and this did not in- 
clude the official city advertising. This 
is not only the highest California rec- 
ord, but it is the world’s rec- 
ord for a daily newspaper. In 
Other words, there is no paper on 
the entire globe that prints a volume 


of advertising equaling that of the Los 


Angeles Times. It is a record to be 
proud of—not only for the owners of 
this journal, but for Los Angeles iteelf 
lo be proud of.

this happy occasion the story of the 
battle.

E SLAUGHTER- HOUSES. 
L It is to be presumed that voters 


| throughout the city are by this time 


tolerably well posted on the slaughter- 
house question. While it is altogether 
probable that the proposed ordinances 
to be voted upon tomorrow will not 
settle the vexed question, it is desira- 
ble that a full vote shall Se cast, now 
that the ordinances have been sub- 
mitted, so that there may be no flaw 
in the case that will probably be car- 
Tied to the Supreme Court before the 
end of the controversy is reache4. 

The proposed ordinance mentioned at 
the top of thé column on the official 
ballot yi for excluding all 
slaughter-houses from the city; the 
mext provides that they be restricted 
to the Bighth Ward; the third that 
they be confined to the Sixth Ward, 
and the fourth confines them te certain 
described limits in the Sixth and 
Bighth wards. 

The Times has already shown that 
to exclude these manufacturing estab- 
lishments from the city would be an 
unwise and unjust policy; that to con- 
fine them exclusively to either the 
Eighth Ward, where the Cudahy and 
the Maier people are established, or to 
the Sixth Ward, where the Hauser in- 
terests have made heavy invesicnents 
in good faith, with the view of erect- 
ing an extensive and sanitary estab- 
lishment under a city ordinance author- 
izing the step (which ordinance has 
since repealed.) would Le both un- 
just and impolitic. By the law of ellm- 
mation, therefore, it appears that the 
only just course to be pursued in this 
matter will be to establish the packing- 
house district within certain described 
limits in both the Sixth and the Bighth 
wards.

EAGUE BUTTS IN. 


The Municipal League (C. D. Wil- 
lard, secretary.) dutts in! at the pres- 
ent juncture with a piteous appeal to 
voters to vote for Amendment No. i, 
providing for a Board of Public Works, 
to be appointed hy the Mayor. The 
amendment provides that the three 
members of the proposed board shall 
reteive $3600 per year each, and that 
it shall have a secretary at a salary of 
$1800 per year. These salaries alone 
will cost the taxpayers, should the 
scheme be adopted, $12,600 annually. 
Then, of course, the board would re- 
quire office-room, an automobile for 
Willard (probably) and other accouter- 
menfs, which would bring the total cost

HE PEOPLE’S BIRTHRIGHT. 


No system of government has yet 
been devised by men that is absolutely 
perfect. Each system, in one way or 
another, is subject to abuse when men 
of evil minds get into positions of 
power. Perhaps no perfect system of 
government ever will be devised by 
men; certainly not while human nature 
remains what it is—a strange mixture 
of evil and good, the good predominat- 


gaining the mastery. 

Autocracy and democracy are the 
extreme types of governmental systems. 
In the one system the people—the great 
mass of the governed—have no voice 
in the government; no voice in the 
making of laws; no choice but to 
submit to the will of the governing 
power. Often this means subiuission 
to intolerable wrong, which they are 
powerless to remedy. 

In a democratié government, on the 
other hand, the people who are gov- 
erned make the laws which govern 
them. If they suffer from. wrong, or 
from the corrupt practices of govern- 
ing oOfficiais, it is their own fault, for 
they can elect either good or bad men 
to office, and can make and unmake the 
laws at will—-as a majority of the qual- 
ified voters may determine. 

„Both of these forms of government, 
and all intermediate forms, are subject 
to abuse. In the autocratic form, cer- 
tain persons receive extraordinary 
privileges from the ruling sovereign 
by means of which they are enabled to 
enrich themselves at the expense. of 
the great mass of the people. In tc- 
turn for these privileges, they give up- 
port to the sovereign, aiding™to in- 
trench him in power, to take from the 
people what of right belongs of them, 
and to build up about the sovereign 
a powerful governmental “machine” or 
cabal, which has no respect for the 
rights of the governed, nor for the 
rights of individuals, but which aims 
chiefly to perpetuate the autocratic 


power of the few who oppress the 
many. 
The abuses of the democratic form 


of government are many—-a fact which 
we all know and deplore. But the 
abuses of a democracy are as n>‘tiing 
compared to the abuses which are al- 
most an essential part of an autocracy. 
The abuses which grow up under a 
democratic form of government are in- 
cidental and remediable. Those of an 
autocracy are fundamental, and are 
remediable only through revolution, 
which may be peaceful, but ts more 
likely to come, if it come at all, through 
blood and fire. 


Which of these types of government 
is most applicable to the government 
of cities? The city is but the, nation 
in miniature, and the same principles 
of government apply, with some modi- 
fications, to both. Heretofore, Ame! 
can cities have been governed upon 
substantially the same principles as 
those of the national and State gov- 
ernments. There have been abuses, 
as there are abuses in all governments, 
of whatever form. But shall we, be- 
cause of these abuses--which the peo- 
ple can reach by remedial laws and 
suitable penalties—turn. backward for 
our remedies toward the autocratic 
type of gevernment? Shall we aban- 
don republican ideals in the hope of 
finding in the false ideals of despotic 
rule the correctives which we need? 

Many so-styled “municipal reform- 
evs” are today urging this retrog-es- 
sion, because malfeasance has all too 
frequently been brought to the doors 
of city officials, They profess to have 
found a practical remedy tor these 
evils in the concentration of municipal 
power in the hands of the Mayor, mak- 
ing him, in a sense, the autocrat of 
the city which he governs. The theory 
is that the Mayor should appoint most 
of the important officials of the muni- 
cipality, including the members of 
boards, commissions, etc., and that the 
Mayor shall be held responsible for 
the proper government of the city. 
Most of the elective offices, under this 
plan, would be taken from the people, 
and made appointive. And this plan, 
it is claimed by those who advocate it, 
will conduce to better municipal gov- 
ernment. 

Will it? Two years ago the charter 
of Los Angeles was amended some- 
what along the Ifmes proposed by those 
who advocated the centralization of 
power and responsibility. Without go- 
ing into the details of the charter 
changes, it is sufficient to say that the 
Mayor was given considerably more 
power than he had before exercised. 
He was elected by a so-called “non- 
partisan” vote. What have been the 
results? What great good has been 
accomplished? What accession of “pu- 
rity” have we had in our municipal gov- 
ernment? 

The Mayor has built up @ politico- 


ing. in general, with the evil often

If these, expectations should be real- 
ized thig time, the chances would be 
good for a fifth and a sixth, an indef- 
finite number of terms for Snyder.

The propesed establishment of a 
Board of Public Works, to be appointed 
by the Mayor, if Charter Amendment 
No. 1 should carry, would abolish two 
elective offices and would add more 
strength to the elbow of the Mayor. 
If Snyder should be elected, the extra 
patronage which he would control 
through the proposed Board of Public 
Works, with its hundreds of employés, 
would be enormous. There is strong 


hope and expectation, of course, that 


Snyder will be defeated, and there is 
some hope that Owen McAleer will 
prove to be a model Mayor in case of 
Snyder's defeat. But these hopes and 
expectations do not alter the principle 
involved. It is unsafe, unwise ahd 
irexpedient to remove the powers of 
government too far from the people, 
who are the source of all authority and 
power in affairs of government. 

By means of specious arguments and 
plausible sophigtries, the peonle may be 
induced to sign away, in whole or in 
part, their birthright of freedom in 
matters of self-government. But they 
usually regret such action (sometimes 
very bitterly) when they come to a full 
appreciation of the consequences.

E EDGE OFF. 

There are reports from the Far 
East which seem to indicate that the 
edge has Seen taken off the. fighting 
capaOilitles of the Japanese. Instances 
are mentioned of privates refusing to 
fight and of being shot down by their 
officers as a punishment for their cow- 
ardice. There are other instances of 
Japanese soldiers deliberately throwing 
away their rifles. 

It is given as the cause for this new 
and unexpected change in the Japs’ 
heretofore fearless spirit as fighting 
men that the bitter cold of Manchuria's 
winter climate is, taking the heart out 
of them. And, possibly, to some extent, 
this may be true. Toe people who are 
not inured to the cold it possesses a pe- 
cullar terror. The natives of warm 
countries lose courage when trans- 
planted to regions where snow and ice 
exist. Their very senses become. be- 
numbed and they are seized with a 
certain indescribable despair. Undow)t- 
edly the existence of severe weather 
in Manchuria will prove a great ad- 
vantage to Russia. 

But, if it be true that the rank and 
file of the Japanese army is losing 
heart, there is another cause that it 
can perhaps be also laid to, and that is 
the reckless manner in which the com- 
manders have been subjecting their 
men to useless slaughter. Of course, 
it is well understood—and by none bei- 
ter than Japan herself—that if the 
Mikado's forces are to win at all in 
this terrific struggle, they must win 
quickly. For that reason the rough- 
and-tumble methods of Oyama, Kuroki, 
Nogi and the other generals are some- 
what justified. But they surely are not 
o the length in which they 
have been indulged. Never before in 
the history of warfare have soldiers 
been so ruthlessly driven to sure death. 
The casualties of the Japanese at Two 
Hundred and Three Meter Hill. a few 
days ago, when 15,006 of their men 
were killed or wounded, is not the only 
instance to be cited. The record of the 
siege of Port Arthur is full of such in- 
stances. 

Perhaps the poor little Srown heroes, 
brave and wonderful as they are., can 
no longer keep up this terrible pace. 
Even the smile of the Shinto gods and 
the ghosts of their ancestors pall in a 
situation so tireless in its unending hor- 
ror. It looks that way, indeed. Japan 
is growing discouraged. It seems very 
probable that we are soon to see the 
turn of the tide. *

A DIPLOMAT’S VIEW. 


Revolutionary Finland and Scandina- 
vian Hopes. 


The kingdom of Sweden was the fore- 
most power of the north until her 
unceasing wars with the republic of 
Poland in the seventh century weak- 
ened her. Although these wars extend- 
ed her territory over the present Rus- 
sian Baltic provinces, they reduced her 
by the drain on her resources and 
population to a secondary power in the 
twenty years’ war with the rising Mus- 
covite state at the beginning of the 
eighteenth century. Sweden was 
obliged to cede to Russia the precious 
Baltic possessions of Livonia, Estho- 
nia, Scania, Ingria, Carelia and a 
small part of Finland, the cession of 
Which as a whole was made in 1809, 
This loss deprived Sweden of a pos- 
session which she had held since the 
m the twelfth century, and 
whose population she had Christian- 
ized, and again reformed the Luther- 
an faith since Gustavus Adolphus, the 
champion and hero of the Reforma- 
tion. More important even than this 
loss was to Sweden, the gain was to 
Russia, for with this acquisition the 
latter heretofore territorial power 
ained its first access to the sea. The 
mportant ports of Riga, Reval, Li- 
bau and Kronstadt were developed, or 
nearly built, as well as the capital of 
St. Petersburg, which was called forth 
from the swamps on the Neva as with 
a magic wand by the greatest states- 
man Russia has ever had, Peter the 


Great. ‘ 

the supremacy dver the Baltic, 
which made her truly a naval power, 
Russia rebounded southward, and in 
great wars against Turkey, the Cau- 
casians, decadent Poland, the Cos- 
sacks opened for herself the Black 
Sea. With these conquests Russia dou- 
bled her naval power, though the Eu- 
ropean constellation did not yet per- 
mit her the conquest of Constantino- 
ple, her cherished aim which would 
make at least the eastern basin of the 
Mediterranean a Russian lake. Eng- 
land successfully thwarted this cher- 
ished goal Russia. 

Meanwhile, in the expectation of 
some suspicious opportunity in this di. 
rection, she turned through the un- 
bounded tundras of Siberia to the con-

City Attorney Will Appeal to

The city charter, written fifteen 
years ago for the then half-grown 
Municipal urchin by the versatile 
Walter Moore, bids fair to be cast 
‘amide for a new raiment. 

Pinal appeal will be made to the 
Legisiature at the coming session to 
mend the State constitution so as to 
give the freeholders of Los Angeles the 
Tight to discard the present city char- 
‘ter and to adopt in its stead one more 
mearly up to date, new from beginning 
to end. 

Should this appeal be turned down 
Dy the Legislature a movement will 
be started to adopt an amendment to 
‘the present charter which will be for 
l practical purposes a new charter. 
Realizing that it was time for Los 
Angeles to cast aside its swaddling 
clothes the city several years ago 
@lected a board of freeholders for the 
“purpose of drafting a new charter. 


"This board did its work, but the peo- 


Die rejected the garment as unfit. 
While a second board was deliberating 
| @m the draft of a new charter the Su- 
preme Court of the State rendered a 
dcision to the effect that a municipal- 
ity operating under a _  freeholder'’s 
charter, after once adopting such 
harter, could not cast it aside. The 


ort held that the garment could be. 


patched and altered as far as the State 
Legislature would permit, but could 
not be diecarded.

BERTELSON CLAIMS THAT HIS 
| WIFE TRICKED HIM. 


— 


Alleges that She Withdrew Her 
Divorce Proceeding Just Long 
Enough to Wheedle Him Out of 
His Property and Now He Wants 
Conveyance Declared Void. 


Christian Bertelson bears the repu- 
tation of being a good contractor, a 
fairly shrewd business man, but—and 
this he pleads guilty to—an indifferent 
judge of the varying moods of woman- 
kind. 

The contractor is now tangled up in 
a suit against his wife, Lena Bertelson, 
which satisfieS him that he has little 
Qusiness snap when a woman is con- 
cerned in the case. 

Bertelson and his wife married in 
this city on November 8, 190i, and he 
claims that he is more devoted to her 
and in love with her now than when 
the marriage took place. He has been 
in a good way of business for some 
years and had everything with which 
to make his own life as well as that 
of his wife happy. He started soon 
after his marriage to build a very 
handsome and valuable house on a 
large lot he owned on West Ninth 
street, and altogether the property is 
now said to be worth about $15,000. 

Shortly after this house was com- 
pleted, and not a great while after the 
marriage, Bertelson claims that his 
pretty wife became cold and distant 
and developed a quarrelsome disposi- 
tion. Frequently she indulged in dem- 
onstrations of hostility and disrespect, 
and he was deeply pained and grieved. 


| In less than six months from the «ate 


of the marriage Mrs. Bertelson began 
a proceeding in divorce against her 
husband. She alleged cruelty. Mrs. 
Bertelson set out in her complaint that 
her husband had told her that he didn't 
love her, and that at times he hai! 
used profane and indecent language in 
her presence. The loss of his affection 
and his more or less constant na- 

ng” —that was the word used by Mrs. 

ertelson—had caused her such men- 
tal anguish that she alleged that sh 
had been compelled to ieave her home. 

But the plaintiff wife became more 
particular when she proceeded in her 
complaint to size up her husband’« 
benk account. She claimed that he 
was worth not less than $17,000, and 
set out so much as being the value of 
his grading and contracting outfit, so 
much money in the bank, so much 
here and so much there, and all of 
which warranted her in asking that he 
be made to pay her 150 a month as 
alimony after her decree had been 
granted, with attorney's fees and other 
little extras of that kind. 

Bertelson frankly confesses that he 
was upset by the action of his wife. 
He loved her very dearly and knew the 
hazy charges which she had summed 
uP under the term “nagging” were 
altogether fictitious, as well as all the 


had treated her in the kindliest and 
most affectionate manner, and reposed 
the utmost confidence in her as his 
wife. Nor had the beginning of the 
divorce suit changed his feelings in 
that regard. Being desirous of main- 
taining the marital relation he made 
overtures to his wife, to which she 
graciously deigned to respond, promis- 
ing to be e-dutiful and loving wife as 
he, too, would continue to be a loving 
husband. 

Then for awhile there were happy 
times that partook of the nature of a 
ratification of the new understanding 
arrived at. Mrs. Bertelson begged that 
rer nusband would mark the event of 
the reblossoming of their love by mak- 
ing over to her his real property. That 
would not only be a mark of his love 
and affection, but would testify to the 
mutual trust existing between them. 

He 
didn’t take time to think it over or 
ask advice, but just dumped a $15.000 
house and lot into his wife’s lap. She 
hugged it tight and at once developed 
the same quarrelsome disposition as 
before, indulged in personal abuse and 
villification of her husband and this 
sometimes in the presence of others.

Footsore and weary, little Marie

„It must be admitted, however, that 
early in the season, at least, the bulk 
of the sales are to the East Side dis- 
tributors who buy only one to a few 
xes. They generally pay cash for 
all the purchases. Only in rare in- 
stances do they ask for credit, but they

days if they asked it. It is a question 
of retaining their custom, which, be- 
cause of their number, is an important 
consideration. 


GOOD AUCTIONEERS. 

There are auctioneers and auc- 
tioneers, but it must be admitted that 
New York has some of the best, if not 
the best, in America. E. L. Goorsell 
of the Fruit Auction Company, who 
has probably sold more Ca\lfornia or- 
anges than any other man in New 


behind every other aucticneer in the 
e@untry, to be the best of them all. 
This is no disparagen.ent of Thomas 
Rawlinson of Brovn & Newcombe, 
whose specialty is foreign lemons and 
who has sold mure in the past twenty 
pears than any other man in the world. 

The expense of selling is regulated 
according to circumstances or contract. 
But it is sufficient. whatever it may 
e. o give the auction companies good 
profits. The Fruit Trade Building, 
where the Fruit Auction Company has 
its headquarters, is a substantial struc- 
ture which was bullt to shelter the auc- 
tion room of thet company, and as an 
office building. A nuinder of leading 
fruit firms have thelr offices there. The 
auction room has connected with it a 
large sample and display room. Here 
are sold pineapples and similar fruits 
which are handled from store. Oranges 
are generally sold in car lots and when 
they are to be reshipped they are not 
taken from the car. 

The Baltimore and Ohio Rallroad 
Company has a small auction business. 
Last year the independents routec a 
good many oranges over that road. To 
accomunodate their patrons they con- 
structed an auction room in their pier. 
It was used more two or three years 
ago than it is now, though it is said 
that there will be more business done 
there this year than was done last. 

FOREIGN LEMON MART. 

Browr & Seccombe's aucticn room is 
located in their building. It is ased 
principally for foreign lemons, and 
sometimes several thousand boxes are 
displayed in their,sample rooms at the 
same time. They seldom display Cali- 
fornia oranges t „ but Floridas are 
shown more extensively than anywhere 
else, this company having a monopoly 
of the Florida-orange auction business. 
They get a good deal of the Califor- 
nia trade, but do their selling on the 
Erie pier rather than to move the fruit 
up to their own display rooms, Prac- 
tically all foreign lemons are sold here 
and the bulk of the dried fruits and 
ether miscellaneous offerings ate gen- 
erally hancled by Brown & Seccombe. 

Without doubt the auction system 
Will soon be adopted with reference to 
all fruits. Peaehes and apples, two of 
the most liberally-handled in this mar- 
ket, are now sold from store or from 
car without going through the auction 
room. An attempt has been made sev- 
eral times but without success. It 16 
thought, however, that ultimately ship- 
pers and receivers alike will be anxious 
to have them includeg and that the 
auction companies will strength -ned 
by just that much. 

DANGEROUS POWER.

Plenty of Good California Navels 
in New York for Thanksgiving 
Trade and Highest Prices Ever Paid 
Are Realized—Fioride Fruit the. 
Only Real Competition.

NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—There was a 
good supply of Washington navel or- 
anges for Thanksgiving. with their rich 
golden coloring that made them espe- 
clally attractive as compared with the 
pale, partiy-colored and in many m- 
stances green fruit from elsewhere. 
This characterization doesn’t wholly 
apply to Florida, for the fruit from 
there is of fair color, but it is largely 
of a russet order, and doesn’t look so 
well in displays as the Caiifornia stock. 
The quantity available for Thanksgiv- 
ing this year was much larger than it 
has been for several years past, and 
the supply now arriving is larger than 
it Was last year at the corresponding 
time. 

The first car was sold thro 
Fruit Auction Company. by 
fornia Citrus Union and came from 
the Gray Rocks orchard of the Moore 

tate at Exeter, Tulare county. It 
vas unusually well colored and of ex- 
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Ae aaa quality for such an eariy ar- 
rivai. 
BEST PRICES REALIZED. 

The sale was largely attended and 
the, opening was characterised by a 
display of enthusiasm such as is not 
often seen at an orange sale. The bid- 
ding started. in a spirited manner and 
the best prices ever obtaineu at an 
opening sa were realized. The range 
Was from $3.50 to $4.12% per box. which 
is as high as is paid for many boxes 
during the height of the season. 

The first sale was the beginning of a 
series from the Moore orchards. the en- 
tire crop of which consists of about 
fifty cars. The fruit is packed exclu- 
sively for the New York market under 
the Mariposa and Mistletoe brands. 
representing extra fancy and extra 
choice. respectively. 

LARGE SIZES WANTED. 

Demand for all sorts of oranges is 
running chiefly to the large sizes, prin- 
cipally because they are wanted for 
display purposes. The weii-colored na- 
vels are being taken by fancy fruit 
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dealers in larger quantities than usual 
at thie season for that purpose. This

ARIZONA NAVELS. 

The first car of Arizona Washington 
navels will arrive this week, and will 
be offered at auction some time before 
Saturday. Last year about twenty-uve 
cars in all came to this market, and 
most of them brought exceptionally 
high prices. They are no better than 
the California varieties, but during the 
war last season buyers took anything 
they could get at advanced prices iv 
take the place of the California fruit. 
With the war ended and all interests 
working in harmony, or apparently 80. 
there should be no further question 
about Californias selling without let or 
hindrance. 

Ten or a dozen cars of navels are 
being sold each week now, but Jt is re- 
ported that within a weex or two that 
number will be nearly doubled, with 
constant increases during the season 
until after the vs shipping is 
done in May. The trade has welcomed 
the oranges more cordially than ever 
before, and is busy now supporting this 
welcome with active —— of the 
increacing offerings. 

JAMAICAS DECREASING. 

Supplies of Jamaicas are decreasing, 
though there are still a considerabie 
quantity received. The season so far 
has been poor and discouraging. The 
bulk of the fruit offered has not sold 
for expenses. Almost every shipment 
has netted a loss. Not always serious, 
| but often enough to make the receiver 

wonder whether he better undertake 
further importations. Those who con- 
tracted for a stated quantity will lose 
money. Those who have aciea merely 
as agents and distributors are the ones 
who have made something. They get 
their pay .nyway, and the grower foots 
the bills. 

PORTO Rico's POOR STUFF. 

Porto Ricos are arriving more freely, 
but apparently a majority of the ship- 
pers have learned nothing from last 
year's experience and the frujt is com- 
ing in almost in as bad condition as it 
was then. What it will be when the 
season is well under way remains te 
be seen. But. judging from present 
appearances, there need be no fear of 
the competition on the part of Califor- 
nia shippers. The fruit is not so good 
and it is not so well packed as that 
from California. A few choice marks 
sell high, but the aggregate 5 of 
this grade is too small to make much of 
a figure in the market. It takes a good 
many oranges to create any diversion 
in the New York m-rt>r. It will take

Harry Silotterbeck and Robert 
Campbell do Things—Sad Tale of 
the Demise of a Poor and Unsus- . 
péecting Halibut—A Good Day's 
Sport—General Prospect. 


Parties who fished at San Pedro 
Wednesday morning had a _ vocifer- 
ously joyful time with the spotfin 
croakers—at least two of them did. 

What Isaak Walton said of the bass 
might aptly be paraphrased to fit the 
croaker—in the winter months he 
comes forth and is a very jolly sort 
of a fish—in fact a complete good fel- 
low. So two fortunates found him last 
Wednesday. 


Harry Slotterbeck and Robert Camp- 


bell, both of whom have a private 
wire to the fishing resorts, received 
some sort of a telepathic mess: ge from 
croaker headquarters at th. front 


Tuesday that the spotfin brigade was 


massing in front of the sardine can- 
nery for a general advance upon ev- 
erything of an edible nature, and to 
anticipate this movement, they set out 
on the firet car before daylight, 
Wednesday upon a foraging expedition. 
Early as they were, it was non? too 
soon for the eight pounders were on 
the spot and hungry, Campbell caught 
four in a half a dosen casts before 
hlotterbeck connected, but the slow 
starter proved a good finisher and 
came on strongly, finally beating 
Campbell out on the day with six 
epotfins and a twenty-pound halibut, 
Cempbell having five croakers.

The next thing to do was to get the 
prey ianded and this was accomplished 
finally by the despised snag hook 
route. None was on the pier so Camp- 
bell cast out over a boat in the stream: 
one was tied on, and in five minutes 
Slotterbeck had the fish cleared. Prob- 
ably never before in the history of San 
Pedro was a halibut 0 maltreater. 

All told it was a great day for Slot- 
terbeck and Campbell, who had over 
a hundred pounds of good fish between 
them. Simon Spier and a friend, who 
cannot catch croakers anyhow, were 
interested spectators. Spier got the 
finest spotted bass that has been seen 
for many a day; it weighed about 2% 
pounds and put up a far more vigorous 

t than most bass do when hooked. 

Today there will be quite a crowd in 
the bay, and most of them will prob- 
ably catch nothing but colds. The fish 
haven't deen heard from since Wedrnes- 
day: Slotterbeck and Campbell got 
them all perhaps. 

Mackerel fishing is good along shore, 
and small fry are biting fairly well at 
all the beaches. The new wharf at 
Long Beach has afforded a number of 
mackerei lately.

When 
a man is introduced to you he asks 
for your programme, and if you have 
dances left you cannot refuse his in- 
vitation and accept another while he 
is in your presence. After he has left 
you, if a more desirable man comes 
along, you may give him the coveted 
dance. Your refusal to the other man 
must be tactfully worded.

THE CHRISTMAS PUDDING. 


Complete Directions for a Delicious 
: and Satisfying 
Dish. 

Plum pudding should be made sev- 
eral days beforehand, that it may rip- 
en, so to speak, and its flavor develop. 
For a large pudding or three medium- 
sized ones there will be required: One 


pound fresh beef suet, shredded fine. 


and free from strings and skin, one 
pound seeded raisins, chopped fine; 
the same of cleaned currants; one- 
fourth pound of shredded candied cit- 
ron; one ounce each of candied lem- 
on peel and orange peel, cut into thin 
strips; two ounces bieached almonds, 
cut into bits; one teaspoonful each of 
ground cinnamon and ground cloves; 
one-half teaspoonful salt; one of 
grated nutmeg; one-half pound each 
of sweet butter and granulated sugar: 
six eggs; one pint sweet milk; the 
juice of two oranges and one lemon, 
and one and one-half pounds of flour. 

Mix the fruit and dredge it well 
with sifted flour; then add the chop- 
ped suet and mix again; in another 
bow! cream the butter and sugar: add 
to this mixture the egg yolks beaten 
smooth and light. the milk, and, wacn 
the whole has been well mixed, stir 
in the stiff whites of the eggs er- 
nately with the sifted four. Beat 
light, then add the spices, the fruit 
juices, and one-half teaspoonful of 
soda dissolved in a little cold water; 
then add the fruit mixture, and with 
the hands work into a compact. mass. 
Have the pudding mold or individual 
molds well greased with soft butter; 
fill with the mixture, and steam from 
four to eight hours, according to size, 
never allowing the water to cease 
boiling for an instant during that time. 
If granite or earthen molds are used, 
run melted parafin over the tops of the 
puddings when done, and stand in a 
cold place. If the molds are of tin, 
the puddings must be turned out de- 
fore being put away in a cold place to 
ripen. When needed, steam an hour 
or two before sending to the table. 
Decorate with sprigs.of holly and 
serve with the following sauce: 

Cream half.a pound of sweet butter 
with three-fourths pound brown sugar 
and the beaten yolk of an egg: sim- 
mer for a few moments over a slow 
fire, stirring constantly; then add a 
glass of melted grape jelly, turn into 
a sauce bowl, ‘grate a little nutmeg 
over the surface and serve.

THE LATE LADY DILEE, 
Whose Ancestors Figured in American 
Colonial History. 


of Capt. Strong, an officer in India, 
was distinguished in several ways. A 
widow, she proved herself the pos- 
sessor of no ordinary resolute charac- 
ter by marrying Sir Charles Dilke at 
the very height of the scandal which 
wrecked ‘a career that had promised 
to end only with the attainment of the 
English premiership. She and the 
Liberal statesman had been friends 
since childhocd, and she always be- 
lieved in his innocence. Lady Dilke 
was an art critic of note. Her inter- 
est in art matters had, in fact, an 
early beginning, for as a child she 
tat on the knee of Millais while he 
drew battle pictures to amuse her, and 
complied with her frequent command 
to “put in more dead people.” Lady 
Dilke took a prominent part in the 
women's labor movement in this 
country, and was one of the founders 
of the Women’s Trade Union League. 
She was an expert, too, on the subject 
of French pottery, a collector of rare 
editions, and also wrote and published 
two books of short stories. 

The Times correspondent communi- 
cated with Lady Dilke, and knowing 
that readers at home would be in- 
terested jn her American descent asked 
permission to send her photograph to 
the United States. A day or two 
afterward came a delightful note from 
Lady Dilke who was the staying at 
Woking—giving many details regard- 
ing fier family, and saying that she 
had just written her photographer di- 
recting that a portrait be sent. That 
was about the last thing that Lady 
Dilke did on earth, for the next day 
the newspapers announced her sudden 
death from the bursting of a blood 
vessel.

There is 
not a greater prose poet of nature 
today than dear old Uncle John. There 
is not another man who is more truth- 
ful, who loves the truth for truth’s 
sake mpore dearly, than the author of 
“A Year in the Fields,” “The Light 
of Day,” “Winter Sunshine,” “Squir- 
rels and Other Fur Bearers,” and 
“Wake-Robin.” And the reader natu- 
rally regretted the threat that no 
more books should come from his en- 
tertaining pen. “But my life has gone 
on, confessed John Burroughs when 
apologizing—if he need apologize—for 
sending to press another work on out- 
door life, “my love of nature has con- 
tinued, my habit of observation has 
been kept up, and the combined re- 
sult is another collection of papers 
dealing with the old, inexhaustible, 
open-air themes.” And then he goes 
on to say: “There may even be an- 
other volume in the course ef the fol- 
lowing year.” 

Far and Near is the title of the 
new volume of outdoor — which 
just issued.

THe AWAKENING OF JAPAN. By Okakura- 
Kakuzo. The Century Company, New York. 
If the public has not been satiated 

by timely works upon Russia, Japan, 

and other countries of the Far t, 

which are involved more or less in 

the conflict wach is now attracting 
the attention of the whole civilised 
world, then Okakura-Kakuso's “The 

Awakening of Japan,” will be accorded 

more than passing notice. The volume 

before us is a unique ook. The 
author, a native of Japan and an 
authority of wide travel and broad 
culture, has written, not in Japanese 
for translation, but in English, of his 
country's objective and subjective his- 
tory. Okakura-Kakuso, who is also 
author of “The Ideals of the East.“ 
was Dorn in 1863. After leaving col- 
lege in 1880, he interested himself in 
the formation of clubs and societies 
for archaeological research. In 1886, 
he was sent to America and Europe 
as a commissioner to report on western 
art education. On returning he or- 
anized the Imperial Art School of 
okio, of which he was made director. 

In 1898, he resigned the directorship 

of the Imperia! Art School, having had 

some difference with the educational 
authorities in the matter of the course 
of instruction to be pursued therein. 

In the present work, the author sets 

himself the task of answering the ques- 

tion: From what sources are drawn 
the intellectual and moral quetities 
which have enabled the present genera- 
tion of statesmen,, citizens, soldiers and 
sailors. under an able Emperor. to 
enter suddenly, as a first-class liberal 
power, into the company of the na- 
tions” The . :thor shows clearly and 
picturesquely that the accomplish- 
ments of the new Japan are the nat- 
ural outcome of her history—her re- 
ligion, her art, her tradition. He de- 
clares that there ts no “Yellow Peril;"’ 
that the empire, though warlike, tands 
not for aggression, but for peace. is 
assertion of our author may de ac- 
cepted either as a refutation of the 
general claim that victory for Japan 
would mean defeat for civilization, or 
it may have been written to counter- 
act in a way this impression, which 
is daily gaining ground. His style Is 
remarkably free of that awkwardness 
that too often characterizes the liter- 
ary efforts of foreigners in our lan- 


guage. The book is argumentative in 


tone, though it claims to be strictly 
historic We must accept it, I fear, 


for the volume. Mr. Le Gallienne’s

Okakura-Kakuzo allows his desire 
to make a good ‘impression for his 
country among the English-speaking 
races to become too apparent to reas- 
sure entirely the reader of the author's 
sincerity.

An Unusual Book.

Warmth and delicacy of feeling and 


very great descriptive charm mark 
Katherine Holland Brown's “Diane.” 
The story deals with the fortunes of 
the Icarian Community on the Miss- 
“ippi River and with the operations or 
the “underground railway” just before 
the outbreak of the Civil War, and the 
story. in all its plot elements, is ex- 
cellently worked out. One fault the 
book has, however—the breath of ideai- 
ization is over all the characters. The 
littie cripple of the Commune, Pein 
Clef, is entirely impossible; he is poer 
and philosopher, a mature intellect of 
rare discernment, feeling and wit, Ina 
child's body; beautiful, amazing, but 
wholly unconvincing. The unreality of 
the other characters is not nearly su 
marked—is often, indeed, difficult to 
define exactly; yet there is no one ot 
the principal actors in the story but is 
marked by it. Hardly any man or 
woman of the book, in fact, is com- 
monplace or ordinary, or moves in an 
ordinary atmosphere. Illinois in the 
fifties, is in Miss Brown's pages, an 
Arcadia. One hears, it is true, of 
hardships: but they do not appear to 
have much effect upon the personality 
or lives of the people. This defect is 
the more to be regretted and, indeed, 
wondered at, because in many of the 
finer details, in the general manage- 
ment of the conversations, for instance 
and even iu the substance of many of 
them, there is realism as well as dra- 
matic effect.

the Sicilians) is an Englishman own- 
ing a rich estate on the slopes of Etna, 
He is hated of the Mafia, and his build- 
ings are fortified like a medieval castle, 
To him comes, from school in Paris, 
his motherless daughter, Ceres. Ceres 
is beautiful, and an indigent Sicilian 
nobleman falls in love with her. She 
repulses him, but, unable to under- 
stand her English frankness, he takes 
much that she intends as discourage- 
ment for its opposite, and believing 
that it is her father who opposes his 
suit, arranges with the brigands of the 
district to have her carried off to his 
castle. The captain of the brigands, 
discovering that she really does not 
love her abductor, interferes to save 
her from his attentions and carries 
her off into the mountains, to wait a 
ransom. She falls in love with this 
handsome and gallant captain of bri- 
gands, and they two live for a time in 
an Arcadian dream, until her father’s 
agent, who is also in love with her and 
comes to the camp of the brigands dis- 
guised as a goatherd, effects her res- 
cue. In order to save her lover from 
punishment, Ceres lies to the officers 
who capture the brigands, telling them 
that her abduction was with her con- 
sent, and that she merely changed her 
mind afterwards about marrying the 
Sicilian nobleman. This ts practically 
a sacrifice of her honor to save the 
man she loves; but the sacrifice is un- 
availing, for he is wanted for another 
crime, and dies after a short imprison. 
ment. She visits him on his deathbed 
and restores his confidence in her by 
acknowledging her lie. 


The story is well told, despite its 


improbability.

always fairly amusing, although the 
laugh that they provoke does not come 
from any depth, it is the laugh of the 
moment, forgotten in the next.

At her best, Miss 
Wells 18 bright and sparkling, prose 
and verse low lightly and crisply from 


her pen: at her worst, she mistakes 
for wit and humor the grotesque and 
the odd of an order that calls for no 
large gift of imagination in either its 
cication or its appreciation; and she 
plays verbal games, the intellectual an- 
ties of which are of a sort to delight 
the child, but are a trifle beneath the 
adult.

A few of the maxims rise 
to the level of keen wit, as: “We should 
live and learn; but by the time weve 
learned. it’s too late to live;” “Purity 
is not ignorance; it is taste In the se- 
lection of experiences;"” “Contentment 
is the result of a limited imagination;”

TO EXPLOIT POPOCATEPETL. 

‘The news from New York that a 
company has been formed with a cap- 
ital of $5,000,000 gold to exploit the 
real or imaginary wealth of the vol- 
cano of Popocatepetl, recently ac- 
quired by Americans, is not to be 
wondered at. The American tries to 
get the money value out of everything 
he touches, and it took an American 
to ask Queen Victoria how much her 
throne cost. But to bring into the 
equities of commerce the hoary- 
heady Popocatepetl, diademed in frost 
and fire, steal its icy coronal and sell 
it in this capital at one cent per 
pound, twist its laughing waters and 
brooks into huge turbines and dis- 
pose of the power thus generated, tear 
out the pungent yellow sulphur that 
grows on the teeth of the sleeping 
giant, fell the enormous pines and 
oaks that have for centuries guarded 
its approaches, all this and more 
comes within the plans of the New 
Yorkers who, like lilliputians, will 
soon be swarming over the slumber- 
ing Gulliver.

not reckoned with the full 
power of the “mafiana’” custom in 
Mexico, nor much less whether the 
giant turns over in his centuried sleep. 
The question is innocent but right 
sensible: Are Mexican volcanoes a 
good investment? It largely depends 
whether they are active, semi-active 
or extinct. Colima volcano as a risk 
is out of the question, for at its last 
eruption the smoke and fire rose five 
miles in air and the hot ashes rode to 
Zacatecas. But almost all of Mexico's 
voleanoes are reasonably tranquil and 
blow off only once in centuries. Ori- 
zaba, the highest mountain in North 
America; was in eruption in 987 AD., 
and again in 1545, 1558 and 1687 dur- 
ing the Colonial period. The little 
mole on the shoulder of Ajusco, that 
overlooks this valley, had a fierce out- 
put of lava in 76 A.D., three years 
before the historic performance of 
Vesuvius when the elder Pliny lost 
his life and Pompeii and other cities 
were buried under ashes. Ajusco was 
quiet then until 1114, when there is- 
sued another outburst, leaving its 
naked treeless cone 11,000 feet above 
sea level, quiet until our times. Ma- 
linche, a fine mountain near Puebla, 
erupted in the year 1093, and Xico, a 
sunken hill in the bed of Lake Chalco, 
one hour's railroad ride to the east 
from this city, was in full play in 
1170. Ixtaccihuat! was in violent 
eruption in 1439, or three years be- 
fore Columbus crossed the Atlantic. 

Popocatepet!, which belongs now to 
New Yorkers, but can never be de- 
livered to them on account of its 
size and weight, was known in an- 
cient history as The Smoking Moun- 
tain, and the first sketches made by 
the Spaniards, in the sixteenth cen- 
tury, show it with tufts of smoke ris- 
ing from its cone. In the year 1353, 
some 168 years before the arrival of 
Cortes, this grim volcuno, whose white 
head rises 10,000 feet above the level 
of the City of Mexico, wént into 
spasms. There was great consterna- 
tion in the ancient capital of the 
Aztecs, for the streets, the canals and 
the islands were covered with hot 
ashes and although the Aztec capital 
at that time was insignificant, astrol- 
ogers were consulted and prayers 
were offered. Simultaneously with 
the entry of the Spaniards into the 
Valley of Mexico the voleano again 
erupted as if in protest to the inva- 
sion, but Cortes, nothing abashed, not 
only paid no heed to the challenge of 
the gigantic sentinel but even sent sol- 
diers to the crater to bring down sul- 
phur with which to make powder to 
batter down the walls of the Aztec 
capital.

Mexican silver dollars, un- 
der the law just run into Congress. 
when imported in quantities not ex- 
ceeding five dollars will be free, but 
when in quantities in excess of that 
amount will be subject to a duty of 
$10 per gross kilogram. This new 
duty will go into effect January 1, 
1906.

ROOSEVELT’S START. 


How He Came to be Elected ‘te the 
First Office He Ever 
Held. 


[Pittsburgh Dispatch:] I noticed 
among the names of guests at the 
White House during the last week that 
of William Leary. This is highly 
gratifying, because I remember that 
“Billy” Leary, as we have known him 
for twenty years, as nhewspaper man 
and politician, managed Mr. Roose- 
velt’s first Assembly campaign, in 
1881. Leary was then a reporter—and 
a very capable one—on the New York 
Times. Mr. Roosevelt had been only 
a year out of college and wanted to 
go to the Assembly. He lived on the 
south side of Forty-seventh street, 
three doors west of Fifth avenue. The 
district was then the ‘Twenty-first, 
and its representatives at Albany was 
“Jake” Hess's man, William J. Trim- 
ble. Leary was only the captain of 
his election district, and Trimble re- 
sented the candidacy of the newcomer. 
Hess had no sympathy with the idea 
and Leary was practically told to with- 
draw his man. When the nominating 
convention met the result of Leary’s 
still hunt for delegates was appa/fent. 
It was held on a Friday—the start in 
Mr. Roosevelt's wonderful career be- 
gan on the supposedly unlucky day of 
the week. There were twenty-five 
delegates in the convention. William 
Leary. made the nominating apeech 
after the regular candidate had been 
put in the field. When the vote was 
taken Roosevelt received sixteen and 
Trimble nine. The surprise of the 
Trimble party was great. Transpar- 
encies had been prepared for a Trimble 
parade, but they were not lighted. 

The election followed in November, 
Roosevelt's Democratic opponent was 
W. W. Strew and the Tribune A- 
mAnac gives Roosevelt 3491, Strew 
1989. Since that day Mr. Roosevelt 
has had several apparent checks to 
his onward career. There was much 
heart in his words to the boys at the 
Catholic College Sunday when he urged 
them not to be halted by discourage- 
ments. He knows by severe experience 
how discouragement feels. His ex- 
perience at Albany was 80 little to his 
liking that he cut loose from politics 
and went to a North Dakota ranch. 
His defeat for Mayor in 1886 was Aa 
crushing blow, not because he was 
beaten, but because of the ill will 
the local bosses manifested toward 
him. When he accepted a place on 
the National Civil Service Commission 
and remained there nearly six years 
all his friends feared he was shelved.‘ 
The presidency of the New York Police 
Board less than nine years ago didn't 
appear to be an advancement; but he 
resigned it to accept the post of As- 
sistant-Secretary of the Navy. You 
recall what Col. Watterson said: “It 
was a political cul de sac, he said, 
“from which escape never appeared 
possible. Roosevelt cut the Gcrdian 
knot himself by raising the Rough 
Riders’ Regiment and going 1 the. 
war.” Isn't it remarkable that the 
man who preceded Theodore Nccsevelt 
in the Navy Department should fol- 
low him as the head of the Pute De- 
partment of New York? Many people 
forsee a career for Willlam McAdoo.

| SOCIALISTS APPLAUDED. 

It is worthy of comment that Social- 
istic and anarchistic speeches took up 
more of the time of the convention 
than all the other business combined.

Riot and 
bloodshed, murder and arson were ad- 
vocated as proper weapons to be used 
against the capitalistic class, and the 
speakers vied with one another in 
their bitter opposition to all law. 

While the convention as a whole 
voted down these Socialists the fact 
remains that this treasonable talk was 
not only permftted but was loudly ap- 
plauded, and there seemed no reason 
in the minds of the members of the 
convention why the Socialists should 
not defame the country under whose 
beneficence they were permitted to ex- 
ist.

AN FRANCISCO, Dec. 2.—In 
days not so long gone by, it 
took several weeks of shifting 
and squirming on the part of the 
judges before they could be induced 
to render a decision against anyone 


connected with the cause of union 


labor, but since the recent election, 


when all the powers of evil combined 


to foist upon the city ‘a lot of men 
favorable to the Socialistic bunch, 
and when the better element pre- 
vailed, the judges seem to have 
learned that they have been catering 
to the wrong crowd. It is noticeable 
that even the police judges have 
plucked up courage and are adminis- 
tering justice with a more even hand.

zed that should the occasion 
arise the Federal judiciary would be 
on the side of right and law, without 
fear of the consequences so far as 
the labor unions were concerned. 
Last Saturday the occasion arose, and 
Judge Morrow was called upon to 
adjudicate the case of the Santa Fé 
Railroad Company against the union 
machinists who have been displaying 
a banner in front of the offices of the 
company and werning people against 
traveling on the road, with the veiled 
threat that wrecks were liable to 
occur. 

Judge Morrow granted an injunc- 
tion at once, and-now the machinists 
are put to the necessity of waging a 
different sort of campaign. It is 
claimed by those who are inthe 
know that the next step in this direc- 
tion will be a renewal of “accidents” 
on the line of the Santa Fé. Should 
this occur, it will not be the first 
time in the history of California that 
the unions have jeopardized human 
ves to reach their ends. But in 
the present frame of mind of the ju- 
diciary, such “accidents” may end 
disastrously for the perpetrators. 


JAPANESE WORKMEN.

For several weeks the Japanese la- 
borers were imperiled at the yards. 
Several of them had been assaulted 
at night in the vicinity of the stock 
yards and an agreement was made 
whereby about fifty of them could 
live at one place. The building at 
Thirty-third and Halstead streets 
was rented, the Japanese took pos- 
session and began to fortify them- 


selves against attack. Before the 
Japanese plans had been completed 
their position became known to the 
union enemy, and it was stormed by 
an army of men armed with stones, 
clubs and missiles of every descrip- 
tion. 
The attack began at about 10 
o'clock at night, the union men sur- 
rounding the building before the 
word was given to begin the assault. 
When everything was ready there 
was a fusillade of rocks and missiles, 
followed by the crashing of window 
glass and splintering of door panels. 
The attack took the Japanese by 
surprise, and they rushed for cover, 
hiding themselves in closets and un- 
der beds, while missiles fell into the 
rooms through the shattered doors 
and windows. The assault continued 


for several minutes, until the dis- 
turbance aroused borhood 
and a call was sent for the police. 


Then the union army fied from the 
scene and the Japs rushed 
out.

The usual army of laboring men out 
of employment at this season of the 
year in South Omaha is not so large 
a: usual, according to those who have 
studied the situation somewhat. Pub- 
lic and private improvements are pro- 
viding employment for many just now. 
The packew are doing a fairly good 
business, t and the stock yards, as 
ever, is ing a host of men. Just 
how long these conditions will hold 
out remains to be seen. 

Work commences in Germany at 6, 
6:30 or 7 o'clock in the morning, and 
usually stops at the corresponding 
hour in the evening. writes John Cal- 
lan O Laughlin, in the World's Work. 
The workman has a quarter of an 
hour for breakfast, from an hour to 
an hour and e half at noon for dinner, 
and a quarter of an hour in the after- 
noon for tea. Sometimes, and in some 
factories, the breakfast pefiod is not 
authorized; sometimes afternoon tea 
is omitted. The average length of the 
day's work is ten hours. In the tex- 
tile industry it may be a quarter of 
an hour longer. The care of women 
and children has concerned the state 
far more than the hours of the male 
workers. Night work for women is 
proh'bited, nor can they remain in the 
shops after 5:°30 on Saturday after- 
noon vr on the eve of a holiday. 

At the recent Lynn meeting of the 
Massachusetts Federation of Labor 
Frank N. Foster said: “One of the 
curses of the labor movement is the 


levying of indiscriminate boycotts.

The jury which tried Philip Wein- 
seimer, ex-president of the Building 
Trades Alliance of New York, on the 
charge of extorting $2790 from George 
T. Essig, a plumbing contractor, ren- 
dered a verdict of guilty after being 
out six hours. He is in prison now. 

The stolidity of the striking mill 
operatives at Fall River, at the end 
of the thirteenth week of idleness, 
was without parallel in the history 
of textile strikes. Actual suffering 
had reached the stage where the best 
efforts of charitable societies were not 
sufficient to prevent want. Bishop 
Stang and the Jewish rabbi of that 
district both called for relief. Ensign 
Squarebriggis of the Salvation Army 
said: “We are feeding about 1500 a 
day. We find the children very hun- 
gry and destitute of warm clothing.”

Tenants Plan to Organize 


Against Landlords. 


Object is to Prevent Alleged 
Excessive Rents. 


Scheme M ay Become National 
in Tis Scope. 


Promoters are at work with the 
purpose of organizing a _ tenants’ 
union in Chicago and vicinity with 
the view of ultimately bringing into 
life a national organization of the 
landless class, and the following ac- 
count of the project, given by the 
Chicago Post, is interesting: 

“It is charged that rents in Chi- 
cago are excessive, and that landlords 
throughout the city are represented 
by powerful organizations that raise 


rents, blacklist tenants and lobby for 


legislation favorable to land owners. 
The promoters of the unique union 
propose to create an organization 
that will be as powerful as organ- 
ized labor, and the plan is to have the 
tenants’ union work along similar 
lines. 

“Increase in rents will be restricted 
by having half the members keep 
their leases and the other half move 
in with them as their guests for six 
months, or until such time as the 
landlords agree to accept lower 
rents. 

“It is proposed that a law depart- 
ment be formed, and the best legal 
talent engaged to fight the battles of 
tenants. To this department the 
members can bring all their griev- 


ances and have them redresed by le- 


gal proceedings.

Efforts are being exerted to revive 
the Missouri River Shippers’ Associa- 
tion. This has been brought about by 
the formation of a Chicago shippers’ 
association with H. C. Barlow, for- 
merly president of Evansville & 
Terre Haute Railroad, as manager, 
while the Chicago Board of Trade has 
employed E. B. Boyd, formerly general 
freight agent of the Chicago, Rock 
island and Pacific, as commissioner. 
It is evidently the intention of the 
Chicago people to go after better 
freight rates into the western terri- 
tory and the inauguration of a vigor- 
ous policy in this direction. It is de- 
clared the Missouri River shippers are 
vitally interested in maintaining pres- 
ent tariff adjustments in securing bet- 
ter rates if possible, but they are 
even more concerned in preventing 
such aggression on the part of east- 
ern competitors as shall end the 
life of the jobbing trade in the Middle 
West. 

Joseph Leiter, the Chicago million- 
aire, while in Zeigler on an inspection 
trip, gave out an order strictly for- 
bidding the sale of any kind of intox- 
icating liquors.

BOLD HIGHWAY ROBBERY. 
Prominent Citizen of Hollywood is 

“Held up” in Bread Daylight and 

Compelied to Give up Part of His 

Property. 

Boyle Place, a subdivision in Hol- 
lywood, was made so beautiful and at- 
tractive, and so far ahead of any other 
tract in Hollywood, that it became ut- 
terly impossible for others who held 
property for sale to find purchasers 
for their unimproved lots. Instead of 
advertising in a legitimate and busi- 
ness-like way, they would “hang 
around” and wait for people who came 
out to look at lots in Boyle Place and 
advise them not to buy lots in Boyle 
Place, but to “come and see what we 
have to offer” etc. They were well 
aware of the fact that once a pros- 
oe purchaser got a look at lots in 

yle Place, it would be a case of buy, 
therefore, they felt compelled, in seif- 
protection, to “knock.” This they did, 
and also used such influence that it 
was almost impossible for Mr. Boyle 
to have his plat accepted.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.} The Presi- 
dent has under consideration 
the question abrogating the con- 
tract between. the Panama 
Railroad and the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company. A report 
on the matter has been made 
by the Isthmian Canal Commis- 
sion, though the commission 
does not make definite recom- 
mendations. Questions are in- 
volved which. will require the 
personal decision of the Presi- 
dent, after consultation with 
Secretary Taft. 

The subject is of intense in- 
terest to the Pacific Coast, in- 
volving the question of reduced 
freight rates on transcontinen- 
tal rallroads by throwing open 
the Panama Railroad to all 
comers. The Pacific Mail is 
likewise deeply interested, as 
the abrogation would in ali 
probability lead to the estab- 
lishment of rival steamship 
lines on the west coast. 

Control of the Pacific Mail 
Company by Harriman inter- 
ests, and the mutual interests 
of transcontinental railroads 
terminating in California, have 
combined to make competition 
by way of Panama an impossi- 
bility. California cannot ob- 
tain low freight rates as long 
as the Pacific Mail enjoys exclu- 
sive arrangements with the 
Panama Railroad Company. It 
has now been pointed out to 
the President that the contract 
should be abrogated, since the 
government itself cannot be ex- 
pected to continue the arrange- 
ment, which is considered a.

Preparing for Congress. 
IMPROVEMENTS THAT HAVE BEEN 
MADE IN THE CAPITOL.

J HEN Congress assembles tomorrow the members 
Wr find their great marble workshop as spick 
and span as soap and water and paint can make 
it. The annual housecleaning at the United States Cap- 
itol has been unusually thorough this year, and it is not 
too much to say that the great white-domed building a- 
Washington is just now a little cleaner and more at- 
tractive than it has been at any previous time in history. 
The legislative headquarters is more modera, too, for 
many improvements have been made in the big struc- 
ture since the national lawmakers went home last 
spring. 7 

Few persons, not excepting the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives themselves, have any conception of what 4 
berculean tasx it is to put the Capitol in apple-pie or- 
der for a session of Congress. The huge building has 
an area of more than three and a half acres, and in- 
asmuch as it is three stories in height there is an ag- 
gregaie of more than ten acres of floors to be scrubbed. 
There are 430 separate rooms the walls of which have 
to be cleaned and the woodwork touched up, to say 
nothing of the renovation of carpets and upholstered 
furniture, and during the past few weeks tweniy-eight 
apartments—all committee-rooms of good size—have 
been completely transformed, the work embracing the 
redecoration of walls and ceiling and refurnishing with 
new carpets and new mahogany furniture. 

Let the average housewife try to imagine what it 
would mean to wash 700 windows each twice as large as 
any window in an ordinary house, and to clean the 
woodwork of 550 doors, and she may gain a slight con- 
ception of the immensity of housecleaning at the na- 
tlon's Capitol. And in addition there is more than an 
acre of glass skylights to be washed inside and out; 
140 fireplaces to be set in order; 260 wash basins to be 
scoured, and an infinite number of other tasks calcu- 
lated to keep a large force of workers very busy for 
weeks before the date for the assembling of the legis- 
lators. 


One of the most important “improvements” which will 
be disclosed to the Representatives when they assemble 
tomorrow will be found in the restaurant. For several 
years past there has been a great hue and cfy regarding 
the meals served to Congressmen. The manager of the 
restaurant, which is a private enterprise, endeavored to 
provide menus in keeping with the dignity of his dis- 
tinguished patrons, and, owing to the wide fluctuation in 
patronage.on “dull” and “busy” days, lost about $3000 
daring the last session of Congress. The Representa- 
tives on the other hand were not at all satisfied with 
the food nor the service, and threatened to have Con- 


gress conduct the restaurant. A committee of Congress 


wrestied with the mooted question this past summer, 
and have a solution which they believe will please every- 
body. Uncle Sam will not go into the restaurant busi- 
ness, the establishment remaining a private enterprise, 
but there will be abolition of the old-time elaborate re- 
pasts. and, instead, the nation’s servants will have an 
opportunity to enjoy simple fare, well cooked, such as is 
the delight of the Yankee business man who must con- 
tent himself with a “quick lunch.“ 


When the members of Congress come back to work 
this week, after their long vacation, they will find thai 
electricity is, tc a greater extent than ever, king of the 
Capitol. The magic current plays the most important 
part in heating, lighting and ventilating the monster 
building, and has lately enabled marvelous advances in 
the facilities for quick communication between the va- 
rious parts of this official city under one roof. Just a 
hint of the conveniences afforded by the utilization of 
the twentieth-century power is found in the operation of 
the new electric-bell system which has been installed 
throughout the big building for the benefit of members 
temporarily 2bsent from the floor while the legislative 
bocy is in session. By means of one or another of these 
100 bells, a lawmaker, no matter in what part of the 
tu'lding he may be, is warned when any important ac- 
tion is to be taken in the legislative chamber, so that it 
is his own fault if he does not vote on every measure 
which comes up. 


The visitor to the Capitol under this new régime may 
Le surprised to note the total absence of lighting fix- 
tures, and yet at the first suggestion of dusk the cham- 
bers of the Senate and House of Representatives are 
flooded with light. More than 25,000 incandescent 
lamps, each of sixteen candle power, tucked away in un- 
obtrusive places, give the Illumination. Similarly, not 
a single coil of steam pipe nor so much as one radiator 
is visible, and yet no person can ever complain of cold 
so long as he is within the walls of the huge pile on Cap- 
ol Hill. Finally, 75,000 cubic feet of fresh air is poured 
inte the hall of the House, and 26,000 cubic feet of clean 
atmosphere is forced into the Senate chamber each min- 
ute. ard yet the novel task is performed so scientifically 


| that there is rot the suggestion of a draught in any part 


of these vast rooms. 


One of the innovations designed to help make 
comfortable the men who make our laws is an ingenious 
apparatus which enables the engineers deep down in the 
sub-basement of the Capitol to tell at.a glance the tem- 
perature in any part of the big building. Thus if more 
hea: is needed here or less heat is desirable there the 
matter can be attended to before the Congressmen 
or their gueste are conscious of any discomfort. With

MEDIEVAL EMBROIDERY. 


liow THE VESTMENTS WoRN IN ANGLICAN 
CHURCHES ARE MANUFACTURED. 


[Chicago Chronicle: ] On two mornings of every week 
in a certain little upper flat in Chicago, into all four 
sides of whicn the light pours in quantities that would 
make it the delight of somebody in search of the sun 
cure, there may be found a half-dozen or more young 
girls working over huge embroidery frames of the pic- 
turesque size and shape used in what is known as medie- 
val embroidery. It is the home of Mrs. P. C. Rogers, 
who is the high priestess of ecclesiastical embroidery 
in Chicago, and who for eight years has designed and ex- 
ecuted perhaps the greatest part of the elaborate vest- 
ments worn in Anglican churches not only in Chicago, 
but in a large part of the West. 


“This is a great field for ecclesiastical embroidery,” 
said Mrs. Rogers. “My work began as a labor of love, 
but about eighi years ago it reached such proportions 
that it turned in spite of itself into a business vocation. 

“You see, the designs appropriate to this kind of work 
are not understood by many of the women in church so- 
cieties to whom it falls, and then the execution of the 
work itself has to be of the most accurate and uniform 
description. For this reason I have the workers that 1 
keep busy all the time come together twice a week for 
instruction. 

“Before I firsi took them it was nesessary that they 
should have learned to work entirely on the large frames. 


These are clamped to the table, the embroideress han- 


dling the needle by transferring it from one band to 
the other from either side to the frame. One difficulty 
is to get girls who are trained to work in this: way. which 
is necessary. as the work must be absolutely flat—the 
next step being to do what might be called ‘sizing’ it. 

“Next it goes to the padder,“ who is kept busy all the 
time. Before this the work has to be carefully cut and 
basted, and before any piece is given out the whole gar- 
ment is designed down to the minutest stitch and de- 
tail. Even the ring marking the spot into which each 
jewel is to be fitted is accurately drawn. All the color 
detail is carefully worked out, the Alk selected for 
fringes and guimps, which have to be made to order— 
even the shape and design of a tassel, for instance, be- 
ing specified down to the number of threads of one 
color in each section. Many times to get certain shades 
and fabrics an order must be placed abroad. 

“Not a small part of the vestment maker's work !s 
answering the mail which comes to her from churches 
and altar committees in all parts of the country, who 
write to her to be set right upon some point, or for in- 
formation about the vestments. As my work is still in 
one sense a labor of love, I never let one of these letters 
go unanswered. Another thing which takes two after- 
noons out of the week, and in which a worker in this 
field might easily spend all her time, is teaching classes 
in churches in Chicago, many of which are making an 
effort to learn the work properly. 

“What has grown into a life work I really learned 
first as an old-fashioned accomplishment. The desire of 
my moiher that I should learn painting and embrol- 
dery, considered necessary accomplishments to the Eng- 
lish girl, led to my first lesons in the South Kensing- 
ton Art School, and since I have found that the churches 
of the Old World and all books on the subject, both old 
and modern, are none too wide a field from which to 
siudy the subject.” 

A strange feature of Mrs. Rogers's work Is that in 
all the beantiful harmony of colors which she blends 
with unerring instinct and absolute harmony, she never 
takes a sample when buying. 


HOW THE JAPS CELEBRATE. 

On the evening of September 4 messengers went from 
house to house with their instructions. On the morning 
of the 5th the entire country broke out into a blaze 
of banners, flags, large and small.

Passed as a Man. 


Woman Wuo LIVED as CowBoy, 
SCOUT AND STAGE DRIVER. 


From a Special Correspondent. 
EADWOOD (S. D.) Nov. 26.—In humiliation and 
shame at the sudden revelation to her associate; 
that she was a woman, Kate Maher, who for more 

than a quarter of a century, under the name and in the 
guise of a man, lived the wild, free, strenuous life of a 
freighter, cowboy, scout, gold seeker and stage driver, 
has disappeared from the haunts in the West that have 
known her so long, and will doubtless never again be 
seen in the region wherein she spent the greater part 
of her 3 romantic, exciting and adventurous 
life, 

It is only occasionally nowadays that a character of 
the type that gave picturesqueness and distinction t° 
these hills in the time of the gold excitement is to be 
met with. Such a character was this woman, who for 
years lived, worked, cte, drank, smoked and gambled 
*with men, and was believed by her friends and asso- 
clates to be a man until, recently, her sex was acci- 
dentally revealed and she suddenly dropped out of sight. 

Not since the days when “Wild Bill,” who now sleeps 
his last sleep on a hilltop overlooking Deadwood, was 
at the perihelion of his glory; not since the days when 
“Deadwood Diek, who is now an unassuming workma:: 
in plain blue overalls in the Northwestern Railroas 
yards at Lead, was leader of the “shotgun men” who 
guarded the Wells-Fargo express treasure from the 
Black Hills to civilization; not since the days when 
_ lawlessness ran riot and crime stalked well-nigh un- 
challenged through these hills; not since the days when 
dance halls and gambling hells ran wide open in Dead- 
wood and every man and woman carried a six-shooier in 
his or her belt, and murders were almost of daily oc- 
currence, and the law of the mob was virtually the only 
law the mining camps knew, has there appeared in this 
region a more curious and interesting character than 
the woman who for more than twenty-five years so skil- 
fully disguised her sex that not even her warmest friends 
or most intimate associates suspected it. 

Kate Maher was the only child of poor Irish patents. 
When her father and mother emigrated to this country 
she was a little bright-eyed auburn-haired girl of five 
or six. The family remained in New York until the 
husband and father had saved enough money to take 
him and his wife and child on to Pittsburgh. He re- 
mained in Pittsburgh only long enough to get together 
enough money to take them on to Cleveland, and he re- 
mained in Cleveland only so long as was necessary t) 
gave money enough to take them on to Dubuque. He 
had relatives in Dubuque, and there he remained se- 
(ral years. The daughter went to school in Dubuque 
and laid the foundation for an education that enabled 
her in after years, when left to shift for herself, to 
teach a country school on the western border. The 
wife and mother died when the family were on their 
way in a prairie schooner from Dubuque to Omaha. 
On his arrival in Omaha the father joined a freighiing 
outfit bound for Denver, and took his motherless child 
with him on the long journey across the plains. He 
placed his child in the home of an Irish family out West 
and arranged for her to reénter school, and he contin- 
ued to freight across the plains until be was killed and 
scalped in a brush with Indians out in Western Ne- 
braska. 

Kate Maher, just budding into young womanhood, 
was by the death of her father left not anly an orphan, 
but without a relative in this country or friends to aid 
or advise her. . 


The few years that succeeded her last bereavement 


were years of sore trial to Kate Maher. She was com- 
pelled to go out into the world and earn a livelihoo1 
for herself, ard she did whatever came to her hand 
to do. She went out to service; she served as waitress 
ip hotels in towns that sprang up along the line of the 
Union Pacific Railroad, and finally she taught school 
in a little settlement on the western border. Her sal- 
ary was insufficient, however, to meet her needs, and 
she resigned her position in a few months. For a time 
she was out of employment, and more than once she 
suffered the pangs of hunger. 
to obtain such work as she was capable of doing, and In 
these first few years on the border she met with priva- 
tions and endured hardships that would have brokea 
‘the spirit of a less courageous, resolute nature. 

Women had a hard time in the West. Men did not. 
Kate Maher said this to herself, and she asked herself 
the question: “Why should 1 go on suffering for the 
very necessities of life when by putting on a man’s 
clothing and cutting off these auburn tresses of mine, 
and assuming a man's name, I might easily get profit- 
able employment and put an end forever to this miser- 
able existence I have been eking out?” 

The question was no sooner asked than it was an- 
swered. Kate Maher disappeared a few days later, and

formed the pretty young girl into a middle-aged woman. 
was a novice at the hold-up business, and Kate Maher 


In a lonely little mining camp one day recently, a miner, 
whose hands were soiled and worn with work and whose 
face bore the marks of dissipation, fell ill, and in the 
course of the illness the dark secret which Kate Maher 
had kept locked in her heart so many years came out. 
The sick miner was a woman, and the woman was the 
bright-faced, auburn-haired little Irish girl who bad 
been left an orphan on the border in the early days. 
and in order to keep body and soul together had becn 
compelled to assume the guise and take the pla of a 
man in the world 


She had great difficulty 


In the guise and under the name of a man the girl 
took up the work in which her father had lost his life 
—that of a freighter. She made numerous trips by 
wagon train across the plains, and met with not a few 
thrilling adventures with the hostile Indians and the 
wild beasts that roamed the great uncivilized spaces 
of the West between the Missouri River and the Rocky 
Mountains. She quickly learned to use her six-shooter 
and her rifle, and there was not in the border country 
a surer shot than she. She had a quick eye, a sieady 
nerve and a courage that never faijed her, and in time 
of bat she was always to be found on the firing line. 

But ,the girl in male attire did not long remain a 
freighter. The spirit of adventure took possession of 
her, and she suffered it to lead her whithersoever it 
would. Her life for the next few years was crowded 
with incident. and thrilling experience. Indians were 
giving settlers on the border much trouble in those pi- 
oneer days, and scouts were in active demand. Kate 
Maher, under one of the many aliases she assumed, 
turned scout and rendered good service in that capac- 
ity. From scouting she turned to stage driving, from 
stage driving to prospecting, from prospecting to cow 
‘punching, from cow punching again to prospecting, and 
from prospecting to working in the mines as a wage 
earner. She led a fast, exciting life during the years 
she was freighting, scouting, prospecting, cow punching 
stage driving and mining, and it was inevitable 
that she should lose the 
graces that once were hers. She associated for 
years with men only. For the most part they were 
rough, uncouth men, and she naturally enougn 
took up their ways and became addicted to their 
habits. She took to smoking first, and drinking, 
swearing and gambling followed this habit in quick 
succession. And with her sweetness she lost her come- 
liness. In the middle-aged woman of today there is 
little even suggestive of the pretty, slender girl of thirty 
years ago save, perhaps, her pluck, honesty, quick wit 
and good nature. Her life has been marked by many 
and strange vicissitudes and she has changed her alias 
many times, but she has never changed it to cover up 
any dark deed or to escape the payment of any honest 
debts. Whatever else she may have been, she never has 
been crooked. She changed her alias, her occupation 
and her residence frequently, because there always 
lurked in her heart the fear that the dark secret she 
carried there might get out. Under one name or an- 
other, and under one masculine guise or another she 
has drifted through the West for half a natura! lifetime. 
but neither one place nor one set of friends has ever 
known her for long. So skilfully has she conceaied 
her identity that scarce any two places where she has 
ever lived know her by the same name or under the 
same guise. But wherever she has been she has al- 
ways been “on the square.” 

Few. lives, whether of men or women, have been £0 
rich in color and romance, so crowded with thrilling 
adventures and exciting experiences as the ilfe of this 
woman of the plains and mountains of the West. Once 
in a brush with Indians when she was freighting be- 
tween the Missouri River and the Rocky Mountains 
she was shot in the abdomen and narrowly escaped 
death, and a short time after her recovery from her 
wound she was taken prisoner by a band of savages and 
given up for lost by the other members of the freight- 
ing outfit to which she belonged. One night, however, 
she contrived to elude the vigilance of her captors and 
mounting their fleetest pony, the one belonging to the 
chief of the band, made her escape under cover of dark- 
ness and in a few days rejoined her companions. Oa 
another occasion, up near the Black Hills, she was sin- 
gled out and challenged to mortal combat by a young 
Indian chieftain eager to win his spurs. He recognized 
the young paleface“ as a crack shot of great nerve 
and courage, and if he could get the scalp of so worthy 
a foe his fame would be secure for evermore. The young 
woman in male attire promptly accepted the challenge. 
and the two combatants rode out upon the plains t» 
battle to the death. The savage, bedecked in paint and 
feathers, with a whoop put spurs to his pony and gal- 
loped forwari, while the paleface rode forward slowly 
and without demonstration. The Indian took the first 
shot and missed his mark. No sooner had the smoke 
from his rifle cleared away than Kate Maher raised her 
rifle, took deliberate aim and fired. The redskin fell 
headlong from his pony with a bullet through his heari. 
Soon afterward, in a fight with bandits who held un, 
near Deadwood, a stage coach which she was driving. 
she mortally wounded one man and was herself pain- 
fully wounded by one of the outlaws. Stage robberies 
were of frequent occurrence on the border in those days, 
and the occupation of a stage driver was attended with 
great hardship and danger. But this woman was in- 
ured to hardship and had a relish for danger, and drove 
her stage in all kinds of weather for several years. Nor 
did passengers whose business called them frequently 
to the Black Hills, and who came to know this intrepii 
young driver, ever feel easier in their minds on the long 
journey than when she was on the box and held the 
reins. She knew the country as few men knew it; she 


_ knew where to look for danger, and when danger came 


she could always be counted on to meet it with firm- 


tempted to hold up her stage in a lonely place in ihe 
hills. He stepped out from behind a large tree by the 


_ roadside, his face covered with a mask and a revolver 


in each hand, and commanded the driver to stop. He

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Turkish Morals, 


Hospiratitry, KINDNESS TO ANI- 
MALS AND BUSINESS HONESTY. 
Contributed by a Native of Turkey. 2 

¥ T is very difficult for a western mind to enter into 
the real moral beauty of Turkish life. Men trained 
in European ideas and civilization have always found 


diMficulty in understanding the morals and precepts of 
the Moslem faith. The life which the Turk leads is so 


-foreign to Christian ideas that Christendom cannot sym- 


pathize with it, though the morals of Islam are drawn 
chiefly from the same sources as those from Christianity. 
Mohammedanism, in its pure form, is nothing but a 
better form 2f Judaism and Christianity. The Juda- 
ism and Christianity existing at the time of Mohammed, 
in Arabia, was a very imperfect reflection of the teach- 
ings of Moses and Jesus. Against such Judaism and 


‘Christianity Mohammed emphatically protested. Nei- 


ther was the former “the religion of Abraham,” nor 
was the latter the faith of the early Christians. 

It was reserved, therefore, for Mohammed to formu- 
late a pure religion and reéstablish the faith of his 
father, Ismael, against the polytheism of Christians and 
against the heretical Jews. To draw both Jews and 
Christians to a belief in one God, Mohammed preached 
the unity of God against the Christians, opposed the doc- 
trine of the Trinity, and regarded Jesus as one of the 
prophets. So there is nothing today opposed to Chris- 
tianity in Islamism, except the doctrine of the divine na- 
ture of Jesus. In short, the Turks are the Unitarians of 
the east. Islamism admits the existence of sin, believes 
in future punishment, in the divine origin of the New 
and Old Testaments, in the immaculate conception of 
Jesus and in His mission as a prophet. 

Traveler's Tales. 


Foreign travelers, specially missionaries, and their 
kind, often make erroneous and exaggerated state- 
ments about the Turks. The moral character of the 
Turks is often higher than that of the people who reside 


among them. The Turk never fights in the streets, 


never is seen drunk, and seldom is arrested; he is too 
henest to be a thief. Poverty does not discourage him; 
he regards it a special affliction from God and submits. 
But missionaries consider it good policy to paint Turkey 
and the Turks black. It is not my intention, in this ar- 
ticle, to write about the morals and lives of the mission- 
aries, though perhaps no one knows them better than I 
do. I was educated in their schools, and I shared for 
many years the pulpit and the pew with them. Some 


of them are noble types of men, but the hearts of others 


are not in the right place. Every crime committed by 
the corrupted Christians in the empire is attributed by 
the missionaries to the Turks. 
Some people think that there is an oppressive admin- 
istration in Turkey. This is a lie. Maybe here and 
there cases of wrong do occur, but for these the whole 
civil administration of Turkey should not be made 
responsible. Turkey is capable of governing her- 
self, if left alone, but intrigue often interferes with 
internal affairs of the empire, and massacres happen. 
The cause is often a secret and complicated plot origi- 


nated by some of the European powers to effect confu- 


sion in Turkey for political purposes. Missionaries also 
often meddie with the politics of the empire, contrary 


to their calling. It is no wonder that often war fol- 


lows their work. They are sometimes the mainspring 
in such political plots. But let it go! The people at 
home will never understand the motives of missionaries 
in foreign lands, nor can they be comprehended by the 
American Board of Foreign Missions. 


According to the teachings of Mohammed, for him 
who intended to do good and tried to put his intention 
in practice, God records from ten to seven hundred 
deeds, according to their merits: It was asked Moham- 


med: ‘Verily, are there rewards for our doing good to 


animals and giving them water to drink?’ He said: 
‘An adulteress passed by a well and saw a dog with loll- 
ing tongue, nearly dead of thirst. She drew off her 
boot and tied it to the end of her veil, and drew water 
with it for the dog, and gave him to drink, and she was 
forgiven her sin on account of this act. There are re- 
wards for benefiting every animal.” The Turks never 
beat the animals, and if any Christian is seen ill-treat- 
ing one, he will at once be arrested and heavily fined. 


Turkish Hospitality. 


In Turkey every stranger is an invited guest. While 
you are a guest in a house, you are lord of the house. As 
among the ancient Greeks and Romans, hospitality is a 
religious obligation, and its violation a crime and impi- 
ety. Aw enemy becomes a friend by choosing to be a 
guest. A man can travel, if he is willing to depend on 
the people, from Eastern Turkey to Central India and 
from Northern Persia to Southern Arabia, without pay- 
ing a cent for the necessities of life. Turks receive the 
guest and entertain him as an angel in the form of a hu- 
man being (Gen. 18:1-2.) The host bimself pours water 
on your hands and feet to wash. He is your servant as 
long as you are under his roof, and though you be 3 
Christian or a criminal, he will harbor you against your 
enemies, and be ready even to meet death for your 
safety. His second act, after washing your hands and 
feet, will be to spread costly rugs on the floor and to 
kindle a fire in the fireplace, and then he will give or- 
ders for the preparation of dinner. (Gen. 18:6.) While 
you are resting from the fatigue of the road, on the 
silken rugs, he will run to the herd to slay a lamb in

To have conversation with the woman in the 
house, without a good and sufficient reason, when she is | 
alone, is a positive rudeness, as orientals view it. There- 
fore, I said nothing, thinking that maybe my host was 
absent on military service.But after six months I found 
that he was no more. The wife had kept me ignorant 
of the fag for the reason that, if I were informed of the 
death of her husband, it would prevent my enjoying her 
hospitality. During this time she had become very 
poor, but.she had entertained me as usual, working hard 
in the village. Of course, after I learned the true state 
of the case, I returned her kindness by different chan- 
nels, without hurting her noble feelings. Could self- 
{crgetful consideration of others be more genuinely and 
pathetically manifested than in such a case? 

In some large towns in Turkey there are many pub- 
lic. guest. houses, supported by the.townspeople. At the 
appearance of a stranger, the people come to contend 
‘with one another in their eagerness to have the stranger 
for their guest. You are also welcome to any private 
house. A meal will at once be set before you, consist- 
ing, if your host is rich, oft milk, honey, eggs, meat, 
rice, cakes and fruit; and your mule or horse will also 
be fed without charge. 


Kindness to Animals. 


“There is no beast on earth,” says the Koran, “nor 
bird which flieth with its wings, but the same is a people 
unto you; unto the Lord shall they return.” It is the 
current belief among the Turks that animals will share 
with men the general resurrection, and will be judged 
according to their work. We find in the Bible a certain 
measure of legislative protection for animals: “Thou 
shalt not seethe a kid in his mother’s milk.” I have 
come also across the pages, in pagan antiquity, both 
Roman and Greek, where efforts have been made to es- 
tuntish a law for the protection of animals. Many 
Greek philosophers ascribed to animals a rational sou! 
like that of man. The fact is, as it seems to me, that 
when men advance from a wild and savage to a peace- 
ful and refined condition, they become more gentle and 
kind. The affection of the Turks for animals is worthy 
of praise. There is no Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals in Turkey, but every Turk is a spe- 
cial officer for the protection of animals. The corrupt 
Christians of the empire often ill-treat animals, but if a 
Turk is present, they do not dare even to touch them. 


Early morning before sunrise is the time fér break- 
fast for the street dogs in Constantinople. One can se? 
them moving ir. every direction, by twos, by threes. It 
is considered a religious duty among the Turks to fes! 
the dogs before sunrise. These pariah dogs have very 
peculiar habits, it even seems that they have a certain 
kind of organization among themselyes. They have di- 
vided the capital into sections, each set of ten, twenty 
or more dogs looking upon a_ section as their own. 
They are born there; they live there, and they die. there. 
Woe to the dog that passes over into the territory of his 
neighbors, for this means violation of the law. If they 
cannot catch him, they chase him as far as his own sec- 
tion, and there they stop, for farther advance, in time 
of peace, into the enemy's coun ry is considered an out- 
rage to the territorial treaty. But it may happen that 
sometimes they forget the law in their fury, and enter 
the enemy's country, barking, yelping and challenging 
ihe enemy for the battle; and in that case cruel war en- 
sues. After battle, one can see many streiched upon the 
field of battle, and dogs with broken tails and torn ears. 

These are the 
heroes and veterans. The dogs have their advance 
guards, their watch towers and their sentinels; to sum 
up, they have a perfect military organization.

Honesty in Business. 


The Turk doesn’t believe in business craft, subtlety 
and deceit.. His mere word is as reliable as an oath. If 
you go to his store to purchase an article, he does not 
enter into extended praise of his goods; he simply says 
“good,” and it is better for you to rely upon his word 
than upon your Own eyes. ‘i 

No gain of more than 20 per cent. is lawful to him, ac- 
cording to his religious belief. If by some misfortune 
in his commercial career he becomes unable to meet the 
demand of his creditors, he puts his last penny at their 
disposa). If, after years, fortune should smile upon him 
once more he will not rest until he pays the last penny 
of their claims, for any other conduct, according to his 
moral sense, is fraudulent and base. Kindliness and 
consideration of others is characteristic of the Turks. 
If they find a cebtor unable to meet their demands, they 
will not cause his arrest, and starve his family to death, 
but will give him time without any interest on his debt.

But if, in the ti of 
his prosperity, he refuses to do justice, he may 
the harsh measures which a highwayman deserves f 
a brave traveler.

The Oustomah Midas. ; 


PECULIAR CUSTOMS OF THE TRIBE, 


AND AN INDIAN TALF.

N Nevada county, as in other places of our America. 
| the Indian is fast disappearing. Edwin F. Bean, his- 
torian, declares this to be the result of bad whisky 
and certain diseases which the Indian never had tiil 
his white brother came. 

Dr. Leadbeater, a London Theosophist, expresses him- 
self somewhat uniquely on the subject: 

“It may occur to you to wonder what has become of 
the American Indian. Statisticians say the race is dy- 
ing out, and in a comparatively short time will be ex- 
tinct. This is easily explained. There was a time, un- 
counted years ago, when the body of a redskin and au 
ordinary intellect was good enough for any soul; but as 
evolution progressed, souls became more particular as ‘0 
the bodies they inhabited. Red bodies wouldn't do; 
white bodies became popular, and so, the American In- 
dian is dying out.” 

We all know the fact of the matter, whether the rea- 
son be evils of civilization or finical preference of souls. 

In the “Campoodie,” near Nevada City, lives a rem- 
nant of this country’s savages. They eat and drink. 
dress and work more or less like white folks, but never 
reach for, nor attain, anything but a low level, for they 
are Diggers, and the Digger is not progressive. Their 
language has a good share of vowels, and from that the 
historian, Mr. Bean, infers that they may have origi- 
nated here; as philologists assert that a long residence 
in a warm climate gives to a language a frequent re- 
currence of vowel sounds. The Indians themselves 
claimed that they had always been here, and said they 
were Oustomah Midas. Another theory is that they 
came down from the north. This is based on their ap- 
pearance, squat, rather than tall. and their dogs, which 
were not like our dogs, but did resemble the dogs of the 
Eskimo. 


These Indians were like the eastern Indians of eariv 
days, improvident, taciturn, and loving well a game of 
chance. They believed in the same medicine men, gave 
the same reverence to their seers, and made the same 
arrowheads; but the Nevada county Indians were no: 
rovers. nor did they torture their enemies. When they 
killed their enemy man. they also killed his squaw and 
his pappoose, not reserving the women and children for 
their own use, as did other tribes. 3 

These Diggers ‘had no hereditary chiefs. The man 
who could reward or entertain the most lavishly wa: 
their favored head. When a brave wanted a wife, he 
conciliated her father and mother with presents: and 
when he obtained her, he kept her till she behave. 
badly. when he might desert her if he wished. They 
rarely had a plurality of wives, though they believe. 
that an indefinite number was their right. 

In summer ihey lived in the open air, or sometimes 
made a shelter of bushes. In winter they made frames 
-of wood into conical shape, and, leaving only a smoke 
hole, covered the structure with earth. These winier 
residences resembled nothing so much as smoking coal 
pits. In about 1867 they began to make for themscives 
shake-roofed frame buildings almost as good as the 
miners’ cabins. They originally ate acorns, pifions, 
seeds, grasshoppers, and any wild game that they coul 
get; but many years ago, they commenced to buy flour. 
potatoes, sugar, etc., of the whites. 

‘The early settlers occasionally found movable stone 
mortars. The Indians said their tribe did not make 
them. They bad been given to them by the one who 


The birds went away and remained for days, coming , 


made the acorns. They were then making mortars iu 
the solid rock. 

The squaws fashioned water-tight baskets, the men 
made arrows and a superior kind of bow which retained 
its elasticity by having along its back a covering of 
sinew. 

“I remember,” said a lady who delights to talk of the 
pioneer days, “how we children used to watch the fu- 
neral rites. The corpse was dressed in its very best, and 
laid on a pyre, surrounded with bows, arrows, beads, 
blankets—in fact, everything it owned while living. The 
fire was started, and while it burned, the squaws chanted 
the weirdest kind of a death song. They sang and 
danced and howled till only a bed of ashes marked the 
spot. When they had gone away, our childish, sacrile- 
gious fingers eagerly gathered the beads, white and blue 
and red, which had escaped the flames. The squaws in 
their mourning were repellant sights.“ 

She paused, and her eyes grew dreamy. For the mo- 
ment, the voices of the past were more insistent than 
mine of the present. Finally she sighed, and smiled at 
me, who waited patiently. 

“Where was I? Oh, yes, the mourning garb of the 
squaws. It consisted of black pitch, which they poured 
over their heads. The pitch, of course, covered heads, 
faces, breasts and arms. and there it remained till it 
wore off of its own accord. They buried none of their 
dead except their prophetic men—dreamers, they called 
them. These they put into the ground for twelve 
months, then they dug up their bones, and burned 
them.” 

These Oustomah Midas“ were fond of listening to, or 
reciting stoties. Sometimes their fanciful tales contin- 
ved the whole night through. Here is one which was 
told to Mr. Bean by a man to whom it was told by an- 
other man who had dreamed it, so he said: | 

“It was a long time ago. A California lion and his 
younger brother, the wild cat, lived in a big wigwam 
together. The lion was strong and fleet of foot. He 
was more than a match for most of the animals he 
wanted to eat; but he could not cope with the grizzly, 
or the serpent that crawled on the earth. His young 
brother was wise. He had a wonderful power. From a 


magical ball of great beauty he derived an influence po- | 


tent to destroy all the animals his older brother was 
afraid of. They hunted together, the cat going before. 
One day—it was a long time ago—the two went out to 
hunt. ‘There is a bear,’ said the lion. The cat, pointing 
to the bear, said, ‘Die!’ and the bear fell dead. They 
next met a serpent, and he was killed in like manner. 
They skinned the snake and took along its skin for 
ite magical power. A little farther on, two large and 
very beautiful deer were found feeding together. ‘Kili 
one of these for yourself,’ said the boy-brother to his 
man-brother, ‘but catch me the other alive.’ The lion 
gave chase, and at night returned to his wigwam. ‘Did 
you bring me back one of those beautiful deer? said the 
cat. 
killed them both.’ Then the cat was sorry, and did not 
lcve his brother. They were estranged. The cat would 
not go out to slay the bear and the snake, and the lion 
would not go out for fear of the bear and the snake. 
“He thought he would use the medicine ball of his 
brother, the cat, and learn to kill the bear and the snake 
himself. One day—it was a long time ago—the lion was 
playing with the ball, and tossing it 
up, and up, and out of sight. It never came down. 
Then the deer scattered all over the earth, and the 
hunting has been poor ever since. The cat was discon- 
solate for the loss of the magical ball. He left the wig- 
wam to wander alone. He sorrowed for his loss, and 
Icoked to find the ball again. It was a long time ago. 
Big water ran all around from. Lankee' Jim’s to Hum- 
bug, and away up to the high mountains. The wild cat 
went north. He climbed a tree by the water. He 
wished for the lost ball. By and by he saw a beautiful 
ball hanging like a buckeye on a limb. He picked it off. 
I was very pretty. He put it in the snake skin to keep 
it, so it would not get away. He went along the shore 
of the high water tifl he could see across it. Two girls 
were on the other side, cooking. The ball jumped out 
of the snake skin, and rolled bver in the water. It went 
across the river. One of the girls came down to the 
stream to get some water in her basket, and saw the 
beautiful ball rolling and shining in the water. She 
tried to dip it up in her basket, but it would roll away. 
She said: ‘Sister, come and he'p me catch this beautiful 
ball.“ The sister came.

LIFE OF THE KEEPERS, ITs TRIALS 

| AND COMPENSATIONS.

; W HAT iascinating thoughts hover around a light- 
| house tower, especially when one sees it for the 
| first me! The idea of guarding and lightine 
the beacon which marks one signboard along the road 
of coast wise voyaging vessels and sends a hail or fare- 
well to the homing or foreign-bound ship in all weath- 
ears—starlit, moonlit calm, or when inky blackness cov- 
ers the heavens and billows loom mountain high and 
clash together with the heart-beat of fury—what a trust- 
ful, exalted position to hold! 

On second thought, to clean and fill the lamp, light it ex- 
actly at sunset and put it out precisely at sunrise the 
year around, with neither Sunday mor holiday when 
the lamp may be allowed to stand idie—what common- 
place work, almost drudgery!

“You won't touch it, will you, plase?” smilingly cau- 
tiored the keeper, in a tone that bespoke weight of re- 
sponsibility, as she reached up to remove the snowy 
curtain gathered around the lamp; and when, a few 
minutes later, while explaining the mechanism of it all, 
she added: “The magnifying glass globe was made in 
Paris at a cost of $5009; it is as perfect as human hands 
can make, and its exquisite polish Was put on by the 
bare hand alone,” the full import of her injunction was 
revealed. 

The ligt that Miss Heacock keeps is a red one, stand- 
ing sixty-#@ven feet "above sea level, and can be seen 
eight and a half miles away. The lamp requires to be 
filled twice in a night; and in itself is rather disappoint- 
ing to anyone possessed of a lively imagination, great 
expectations and no knowledge of such lights except 
that gleaned from looking at them from a distance. 
This one is a brass lamp with nothing remarkable about 
it; there are two chimneys, as one might call them, the 
inner an ordinary glass one, but the outer unusual. It 
holds the secret of the lighthouse beacon. 

For Miustration, take a parlor lamp, ordinary size, 
vith plain chimney; then, outside of that, a glass globe 
set in an iron frame and baving a door in one side 
through which to reach the burner. The glass of this 
gtobe is two irches thick, as pure as the crystal of a 
mountain brook; and on the outer surface of it, above 
and below the middle bulge, are run-clear-round rings 
grooved in the glass; they are deep and separate cuts,

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Dut to the keaper the position means steady employment 
and sure pay. The amount of labor in it, though, de- 
pends in a great measure on the particular station. 
Among California lighthouses the scale from easy to 
arduous duties, and from a plenitude of society to al- 
most absolute isolation, is very well represented in 
three consecutive stations, on the coast just north of 
Monterey Bay. 

The first of this trio is the lighthouse at Santa Cruz. 
The position of keeper here is what one might call a 
really pleasant job, for the lighthouse is well sheltered 
dy a cypress windbreak. It stands 600 feet back from 
the cliff, on a southerly-facing promontory which marks 
an invisible line between the harbor of Santa Cruz, or 
the upper boundary of the bay where it meets the ocean, 
and commands a fairly safe offing to the sea highway. 
It has a fixed light of the fifth order—a small one—and 
a wave-propelied whistiing buoy in the bay relieves the 
keeper of the work atiached to a fog horn. But the 


lighthouse is near a popular seaside resort, which adds 


an important feature and ves another aspect—the 
stream of visitors is somethifig to be reckoned with. 

Think of a cliff path leading from bath-house or hotel. 
winding along a seashore of picturesque bluffs, and rock 
stairways running down to little coves and beaches 
strewn with seaweeds and shells. How very natural for 
one to wander out to the lighthouse, an extra excuse for 
the pleasure of the walk. 

At this station, on the fence near the gate and at the 
stile entrance on the oceanward side are small sign- 
boards stating the days and hours on which visitors 
are received. At the door a pleasant little woman 
stands on guard, armed with a big feather duster, for 
everything, everywhere, is speckless, spotless, and the 
vigitor’s apparel is given a deft whisking before he or 
abo is permitted to enter, after which the register pen 
is presented and the stairway pointed out. 

Up two short flights one goes. Then, clinging fear- 


fully to the guard rail, one climbs a gangway sort of 


ladder so steep it barely escapes the perpendicular, and 
through a trapdoor in the floor to the tower, where Miss 
Heacock, the keeper, stands, waiting to receive the vis- 
itor. The little white tower has ‘eight sides, a Wieden

such as one could make on an apple with a skillful turn 
on a fruit parer. 

What are they for? “These grooves are to catch and 
throw. out the rays of light, which, otherwise, would go 
down. Now see the wonderful magnifying power of the 
glass look through it at my hand,” said the keeper in 
answer, as she kindly placed her hand inside the globe. 
How many times has she done the same thing; an- 


swered the same questions; and didn’t she ever weary 


of it all? "Twas a sudden, unbidden little secret won- 
der. 

Miss Heacock has been keeper of the light for twenty- 
one summers and winters; a keeper must serve an ap- 
prenticeship of ten years, and she succeeded her father 
at the close of his faithful service of sixteen years. 
Furthermore, the lighthouse is Uncle Sam's property,” 
and the trouble of entertaining visitors is gratuitous— 
there isn’t anything in it. 

Enthusiasm punctuates her sentences, which shows 
that a meed of pleasure lurks in the-oft-repeaied con- 
vereation; and a genuine light o' love shines in her eyes 
as she looks at the lamp, as if she entertained as much 
affectionate regard for it as another may feel for a latest- 
improved auto, or Kill another for a Sistine Ma- 
donna. All the same, one ean realize the relief she 
finds in turning to her collection of curios—her leisure- 
hour diversion—rare specimens of her own gathering. 
and gifts from sea captain and landsman the world over. 

Several bits of interesting information came out dur- 
ing the “shop talk; that there is a lighthouse board of 
the United States; that it covers the entire seaboard,. 
end the territory is divided into districts, California be- 
ing in the twelfth; that the local officers are an inspec- 
tor and an engineer; that lights are numbered as pri- 
mary seacoast lights—the largest, secondary, light ves- 
sels, and so on; that the order of light, in most cases, 
controls the size of tower, number of windows and 
sashes in each. Yes, and that to remove, destroy or in- 
jure, or even to tie a boat, or anything to any Uncle 
Sam's lighthouse belongings is an offense with punish- 
ment, in California, of six months’ imprisonment and 
up, fines of $100 and up. Also, that sun-up and sun- 
down.“ are fixed in time books sent out, each year, by 
the government; and that the lamp must burn from 
sunset to sunrise, in all weathers, sun or no sun in 
sight. 

The tower windows have yellow shades, which are 
closed during the day. Old Sol, with the connivance of 
the magnifying globe, would set fire to the place; but a 
hasty lifting and lowering revealed an all-around scene 
of pasioral and marine beauty—Loma Prieta, the “dark 
mountain,” sloping to foothills, farms creeping around 
the curve of the bay, then westward the bonnie blue 
sea and a steamer escaping from a fog bank.

REJECTION SLIPS FROM NEARLY A 
HUNDRED PERIODICALS. 
By a Special Contributor. $ 


EJECTION slips from almost every magazine iu 
America—-representing, in their infinite variety, a 
grist of disappointed hopes garnered in a struggle 
lor literary recogniton—neatly pasted in a book, form

a collection that is, perhaps, the only one of its kind in 


existence. — 

This unique collection is the property of Louis J. 
Stellmann, a local newspaper man, who has achieved 
some note thrceughout the West as a writer of fiction 
and verse. 

“It isn't that they're hard to get,” admits Mr. Stell- 
mann, in defense of his collection —or rather, in commen- 
ant ion of it, for it needs no defense — but it's because 
no one, to my knowledge, fas ever before collected re- 
jection slips systematically and with a certain love for 
ihe work. I have nearly a hundred different ones, and 
I don’t know but I am more proud of the collection as 
a whole than of the best personal letiers from editors 
which I get now. 3 


“What gave me the idea?” he repeated, smilingly. 
“Well, 1 don't know myself, unless it was my senge of 
humor. if | hadn't had that, I'd never have stuck it out 
and got even as far as I have. Now I'm far enougb 
along to see a living in literary work-—ard that’s fur- 
ther than most of them gel.“ 

„Don't you think they look rather pretty?“ he asked, 
turning over the pages of his scrapbook, covered with 
slips of all colors. sizes and styles. There's many a 
heartache in hose fellows— but that’s part of the train- 
ing. l've got so that I almost miss them now—the 
printed slips. Not that my work is all accepted now, 
but I've been Lombarding the editors so long with man- 
uscripts that they have come to think of me as an old 
friend and write me personal letters whether they take 
my stuff or not.” 

In what he terms “the evolution of the rejection slip,” 
Mr. Stellman says may be found, perhaps the most ac- 
curate record of the improvement of conditions be- 
tween the writer and the editor, and of the genera! 
trend of magazine literature. 

“Wher I first began trying to get cut rates on postage 
stamps,” he says, the rejection slips were elaborat2 
and long-winded affairs, dwelling with a kind of iron- 
ical politeness on the fact that a rejection of mauu- 
script was ‘not necessarily a reflection on the quality of 
the work.’ 


“I think that infernal cold-blooded courtesy has done 
more to discourage real writers and encourage fools 
than anything else in literature. It used to get on my 
nerves. But now the rejection slips are more brief and 
often contain, as well, instructions to writers on gen- 
eral work and the particular needs of the magazine in 
question. This is a very valuable departure—at least | 
have found ‘t so. The ‘Wide World,’ of London, th> 
Black Cat,’ Harper's publications, the Red Book’ and 
the Ten- Story Book’ were among the first to start this 
innovation. . 

“When I began to receive personal letters with re- 
jected manuscripts, instead of the usual printed slips, 
some of them were very amusing. One was from tne 
associate-editor of a well-known Boston magazine. He 
had bought one of my fiction sketches and wrote, when 
he notified me, to this effect: ‘Your work is of such e 
character as to bring you into prominence shortly. En- 
closed find check for $3.’ I thought that was prime. 

“Another was from the editor of a magazine that had 
suspended. He returned the MSS. sent him about three 
months before with the following inscription: ‘I kept 
ycur first storv in the hopes that we might begin again 
soon. Your other story was in a train wreck and came 
to us as you find it (sprinkled with crude oil.) I returt, 
both, as it is quite indeffinite in regard to resuming.’ 
The spelling is his Cen. 

“One story, called For the Sake of Jack.’ I sent to 
a Chicago magazine called ‘Four O'clock.’ On a beau- 
tifully engraved letter head I received an offer to use 
the story if I would take a year’s subscription in pay- 
ment. The letter went on to say that ‘We think tha‘ 
the way we illustrate storles and the publicity we give 
them does as much good for tlhe authors as they do for 
us in furnishing the stories.’ 

“Now, what do you think of that? 

“I replied briefly, as follows: ‘Yours regarding “For 
the Sake of Jack” received. In reply would say: For 
the Sake of Heaven send it back!“ 

“They did. 

“I sent the same story to another magazine in Boston 
and got a similar offer. I wrote the editor that I had a 
landlady who insisted on real money, and that all the 
other people I did business with were equally sordid— 
except the editors» He replied, much to my surprise, 
that he had the same sort of landlady and knew just 
how it was. He said, when his magazine was paying 
‘real money,’ he'd be glad to buy from me. That touched 
me. I had a notion to send the story back to him with 
my blessing. But I didn’t. I sold it for $4 in San Fran- 
cisco, because my rent was due. | 

“Perhaps my oddest experience was with a pleee of 
vernacular verse entitled The Story of Placer Dan.’ 
Over two years ago I wrote it for a publication called 
‘Tonopah,’ which had a meteoric career as an organ of

the Tonopah mining district in Nevada, then in full 


blast. The second edition of Tonopah, for which the 
verse was intended, never appeared, but I had been paid 
for it in mining steck, then worth $100. I missed my 
chance to sell during the boom, and the stock is now 
worthless. But that isn’t the story. After I knew posi- 
tively that Tonopah would not reappear, I took the versa 
ta magazine published by a railroad company which 
pays in transportation only, receiving $47.50 in mileage. 
The queer part of the whole thing is that I have re- 
ceived the equivalent of $147.50 for the verse—which is 
about what Kipling would get—but I have never real- 
ized a cent of money on it, and though accepted about 
two years ago, it has never been published, the rail- 
road magazine evidently having forgotten or lost it. 
I am now waiting for the latter publication to suspend, 
and then I will offer to trade it for other merchandise. 

“ ‘Comfort,’ the big New England weekly, seldom seen 
on this Coast, has about the tersest rejection slip. It 
says: ‘We do not find the accompanying manuscript 
available.” It is in very small type on a large sheet 
of paper, which makes it seem even shorter. Next in 
order of brevity is the Black Cat’ elip, which is the 
same as *Comfort’s,’ except the name, ‘Short Story Pub- 
lishing Company.’ It is, however, in much larger type 
and reinforced with a page of instructions to writers 
or another sheet. Third in line come the Atlantic 
Monthly, Century, Puck and Leslie’s Weekly, which last 
has an attractive little slip bearing what looks like two 
lines of verse, as follows: 


The inclosed is returned because it is found unavail- 
able. 
Thanking you for your courtesy we remain,’ (followed 
by signature.) 


“Several years ago | sold a lot of jokes—about thirty. 

I think—to a New York comic weekly. As they pay 81 
per joke and not until publication takes place, I used 
to get checks for amounts ranging from 81 to $3 about 
twice a month for nearly a year. It was like a regular 
income. I never succeeded in getting a rejection slip 
from them. The editors of that paper had a habit of 
picking one or two out of a bunch of jokes or epigrams 
and sending the rest back with the inscription, ‘One 
taken,’ or as the case might be. 


“There is a well-known story magazine in New York 
which has the most satisfactory system of acceptance 
I ever saw. Rejected manuscript is returned in a white 
envelope of the regular business pattern, but if an ac- 
ceptance reaches you it always comes in a square dark- 
biue envelope. The result is, when you get the former, 
you can quietly pocket it with your disappointment and 
without the preliminary feeling of suspense. If, on the 
other hand, it is of the latier cut, you can make a play 
by saying, before you open it, Here's a check from 
, and prove it. You can even bet on it, unless 
you have conscientious scruples. You'll always find 
plenty of takers. 1 


“There are other peculiar things an author has to deal 
with besides rejection slips,’ concluded Mr. Stellmann. 
“As soon as a fellow starts to write, ‘under his signa- 
ture, anything that savors of sentiment, the anonymous 
cranks get after him. Some time ago I was the regular 
recipient of letters from a person who signed herself (1 
learned afterwards it was a woman) ‘White Rose.’ Once 
she said that I had a hypnotic influence over her and 
that I should cease to exercise it, because, though the 
Sensation was delightful, she did not think it was good 
for her. On another occasion she asked me to tell an- 
other friend who wrote verse that she could be noth- 
ing more than a sister to him. She afterward followel 
him to Colorado and made offers of marriage to the 
peor fellow—but that is another story. She kept send- 
ing me messages from ‘John.’ I learned that she was a 
vell-to-do widow whose monomania was spiritualism. 
I never met her, and after a time her letters ceased. 
Another woman, who signed herself ‘M. J. M. Asquit. 
General Delivery,’ sent me huge bunches of poetry to 
criticise. I remember one of the lines. It read: 

“*Where’er thou choo’st to be.’ 


“I sent it back to her and told her all she needed was 
a reputation. She came back at me with a very saucy 
reply. One woman from Arizona sent a poem and asked 
me to give it to the editor, requesting, as well, that cop- 
ies of the paper in which it appeared be sent to a dozen 
or so of her relatives and friends, whose addresses she 
gave. I returned it with the suggestion that she try 
a music-publishing house, as I thought the versa es- 
pecially adapted for song purposes. 


THE HEART OF RICHARD COEUR DE LION. 

In the splendid cathedral church of Rouen is a sulte of 
three or four rooms containing what is known as the 
“(résor.” This is a collection of very valuable and in- 
teresting relics, forming quite a little museum, to which 
admission may be obtained for the modest fee of 25 cen-* 
times. To an Anglo-Saxon quite the most interesting 
article in the collection is the plain leaden. casket in 
which was buried the heart of the famous King Richard 
Coeur de Lion, who, it will be remembered, was slain by 
a bolt from the cross bow of Bertrand de Gourdon at the 
siege of the castle of Chalus. His body was buried at 
the feet of his father in the abbey of Fontrevault, near 
Tours, but his heart, encased in two leaden caskets, was 
placed in the cathedral of Rouen, “the faithful elty.” 
The exact place of the burial seems to have been forgot- 
ten in the passage of centuries, but it was rediscovered 
in 1840, placed in a new coffer, and reburied in the choir. 

The old leaden cases, the outer one of which was in 
a most dilapidated and mutilated condition, were rele- 
gated to the “trésor’ with the following inscription: 

“Cercueil et boite de plomb ou fut renfermé lors de sa 
sepulture in 1199 la couer de Richard Coeur de Lion. 
Trouvés en 1840 dans le sanctuaire de la cathédrale de 
Rouen.” | |

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Basket Making. 
ONE OF THE OLDEST AND MOstT USE- 
FUL DOMESTIC ARTS. 

ASKETRY is a fad that has come to stay. The dur- 
B ability, cheapness, and lightness of the material, 

and the ease with which a knowledge of the weaves 
may be acquired, all commend it to the beginner. 

That basket making is the oldest as well as one of the 
commonest and most useful of the domestic arts is now 
generally conceded. The first use made of the basket 
was probably as a cover for water gourds, to protect 
them from being so easily broken when the early tribes 
moved from place to place. ! 

In time the basket became not only the commonest 
domestic utensil, but its use was extended to all social 
and religious functions. The ever-faithful and industri- 
ous Indian woman often worked for weeks, and some- 
times for months, on a single basket; her oxpert fingers 
not only wove a mechanically perfect basket, but she has 


shown a knowledge and appreciation of the beautiful in 
form, color, and design that fill one with astonishment 
and admiration. 

At the present time many persons are satisfied if use- 
ful articles are cheap. and give no thought to their 
beauty; not so the aboriginal woman; she wove her joys 
and sorrows, her hopes and fears, into her baskets. 
They were the art expression of the people, their poetry 
and religion. Even among the Nubians who live in rude 
huts on the banks of the upper Nile, we find baskets of 
most artistic form, beautiful design, and delicate color- 
ing. 

At present there is a strong effort being made by those 
interested in the restoration and preservation of Indian 
art to have the people return to cho use of their vege- 
table dyes. . 

Everyone who uses any basketry or weaving materials 
can help in this, if they will, by aa far as possible re- 
fusing to use any that are aniline-dyed. Vegetable-dyed 
materiais give softer and more durable colors, and, if 
properly done, will not discolor the fingers while they 
are being woven. 

The materials used in modern basketry are principally 
reed or rattan, raffia, corn husks, splints, and natural 
grasses. Rattan grows in tropical forests, where it 
twines about the trees in great lengths. It is numbered 
by dealers according to its thickness, and Nos. 2, 3, and 4 
are the best sizes for small baskets. For scrap baskets. 
3. 5, and 6 are best sizes. It should be thoroughly soaked 
before using. Raffia is the outer cuticle of a palm, and 
comes to us mostly from Madagascar. 

While only a few weaves are described in this chapter. 
they are representative, and from them a great number 

of forms may be- constructed. Before beginning a reed 
basket the student should make one or two centers in 
the form of a mat. The start is so important that it is 
necessary to master this before the subject of form has 
to be considered. A very attractive whisk-broom holder 
can be made by tying two of these mats together with 
ribbon. 
MATERIALS. 


Four 14-inch spokes of No. 3 reed. 

One 8-inch spoke of No. 3 reed. 

' Two weavers’ No 2 reed. 

' Soak the reed about an hour in cald water. Find the

eenters of the 14-inch spokes and afrange them in pairs 
and cross them, placing the horizontal ones uppermost; 
place the inch spoke between the two vertical ones. 
These are held in place with the left hand, and the 
weaving is done with the right hand. 

An end of a weaver is placed along the upper borizon- 
tal spoke in front of the vertical ones, with the end to- 
ward the right (F, Fig. 1.) Bring the weaver around 
‘back of the vertical spokes, and with the forefinger of 
the right hand press it close to the center as it fs 
brought over the horizontal spokes at the right of the 
center (bind in the end of the weaver also:) next pass 
under the lower verticalspokes and over the herizontal 


ones at the left. Repeat this two or three times, and 
then, beginning with the upper vertical ‘ 

the spokes and press the weaver down, between each 
spoke, close to the previous row of weaving (Fiz. 2.) It 
is very important to press the weaver down every time 
it crosses a spoke, and hold in position with the fore 
finger of the left hand while it is pressed behind the 
next. spoke with the forefinger of the right hand. (This 
applies to all 1eed work.) 

As soon as possible separate the spokes evenly and 
continue weaving until the mat is four inches in diame- 
ter. 

The gide of the mat or basket next to the worker is 
the outside, and all ends of weavers must be left on the 
inside. 
To start a new weaver, place the end on top of the 
end of weaver just used, and behind the spoke back of 
which it would naturally pass if the old weaver had 
been long enough to continue. The next row of weav- 
ing will hold these ends in place, and when the work is 
finished they stould be cut off quite short. 

When the mat is a little less than four inches, it 
should be bound off by passing the weaver under the 
last row of weaving, behind the next spoke, in front of 
the next and under the last row of weaving again. Con- 
tinue this once around the mat, and, after cutting the 
spokes to an even length, soak the mat, and finish with 
an open border as follows: 

Pass No. I poke over spoke No. 2 at the right and 
push down beside No. 3; do the same with each spoke in 
succession, being careful that at least one inch is 
pressed below the edge of the mat. 

Most reed baskets have at least sixteen spokes, and 
for small baskeis and where smal! reeds are used thebe 
spokes are often woven in pairs (Fig. 3.) A very pleas- 
ing effect ‘s obtained by combining two shades of col-

For an attractive little basket natural-colored reed 
was used for the spokes and a golden-brown reed for 


weaving. These are the materials required for a small 
basket with sixteen-spoke center: 

Sixteen 16-inch spokes, No. 2 reed. | 

Five weavers’ No. 2 brown reed. 

Separate the sixteen spokes into groups of four each 
Mark the centers, and lay the first group on the table in 
a vertical position. Across the cenier of this group 
place the second group herizontally. Place the third 
group diagonally across fhese, having the upper ends 
a‘ the right of the vertical spokes. The fourth group 
is laid diagenally with the upper ends at the left of the 
vertical spokes. 

A well-soaked weaver is started by laying the end over 
the group to the left of the vertical group, just above the

center, then bring it under the vertical group, over the 
ue xt, then under, and so on until it reaches the vertical 
group again Fig. 3.) This weave is repeated three or 
four times; then the spokes are separated into twos and 
the weaver is brought over the pair at the left of the 
upper vertical group, and so on, over and under, until, 
it comes around again. when it is necessary to pass un- 
der two groups of spokes and then continue weaving 
over and under alternate spokes (Fig. 3, groups 1 and 2.) 

At the beginning of each new row the weaver passes 
under two groups of spokes; always under the last of 
the two under which it went before, and the group at 
the right of it. This is the method of the Indians when’ 
they use an even number of spokes. 

Weave the bottom until it is four inches in diameter: 
then wet and turn the spokes gradually up and weave 
one inch; then turn the spokes in sharply and draw/ 
them in with three rows of weaving. Now weave four 
rows, going over and under the same spokes, making 
an ornamental band; then weave three rows of over- 
and-under weaving, followed by four rows without 
changing the weave. Continue to draw the side in with 
four rows of over-and-under weaving, and then bind off. 
Finish with the following border: 

Always wet the spokes till pliable before starting the 
border; then each group is brought under the first group 
at the right and over the next and inside the basket: 
and cut long enough to allow it to rest on the group 
ahead. 

Leave the first two groups a little loose. so the las 
ones can be woven into them easily.

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COST OF THE SENATE. 

The salary of a United States Senator, like that of a 
member of the House of Representatives, is $5000, and 
he is allowed, in addition, mileage at the rate of ten 
cents per mile each way between his home and the Cap- 
ol for each session of Congress, a private secretary at- 
$1500 (if he is not chairman of a committee, in which 
case he has the appointment of a higher-salaried clerk.) 
and $125 for stationery. That seems modest: but the 
perquisites and emoluments not set down in the law are 
numerous and atiractive, and account in no small meas- 
ure for the tenacity with which a small-caliber Sen- 
aior holds on when once he has been elected. 

The Senate is a smal! body, but it takes a big amount 
of money to run it, as the following extracts from the 
last annual appropriation bill will show:

To the French belongs the distinction of placing the 
first sailing vessel upon the Great Lakes. The Cheva- 
lier de la Salle built the Griffin at a point near Buffalo 
in 1679, his purpose being to use her in the establish- 
ment of trading and trapping stations. The little craft 
made one voyage, but on her return, laden with valu- 
able furs, she was run ashore by the crew, who thought 
to appropriate the cargo, but who themselves fell vic- 
tims to the Indians. It was not until a century and a 
half later that the lake commerce commenced to as- 
| sume considerable proportions, but with the settlement 
of the Middle West the growth of the trade became 
Steady and rapid until it has today assumed proportions 
which astonish the world. 


The men who have built up the lake commerce have 
created types of marine architecture especially adapted 
to its needs. Years ago, those strange-looking craft, 
the whaleback steamers, astonished the maritime 
world. They proved successful as carriers, although 
the type is now being abandoned in favor of such high- 
| sided monsters as the steamer Augustus B. Wolvin. 
| which holds the record for the largest cargo ever carried 
on the Great Lakes, 12,289 net tons of iron ore having 
been stored in her capacious holds. The same spirit cf 
enterprise which created the vast fleet of lake shipping 
was applied to the invention of methods for handling 


| cargoes in the shortest possible time, and nowhere in 


the world have appliances for loading and discharging 
vessels been brought to such a state of perfection. 
There are the great ore docks at Duluth from which 
the ore pours in torrents into the hold« of the waiting 
vessels. There are such means for handling coal as the 
100,000-ton storage plant at West Superior, Wisconsin, 
where the coal is piled in hills many feet in height and 
then-taken to the vessels by automatic conveyors. Of a 
more familiar type of commercial utility are the huge 
grain elevators. Private enterprise created ships and 
port facilities, but the monster vessels would not have 
been possible and the giant loading appliances would 
have been unnecessary had not the government lent tts 
assistance by the construction of costly public works 
such as the canal at Sault Ste. Marie.

MOONSHINE. 

“It has been suggested that the great basin now occu- 
pied by the Pacific Ocean was once filled by the moon 
says Waldemar B. Kaempffert in his article on What 
We Know of the Moon” in the December number of the 
Pooklovers’ Magazine. But if so, how did it get where ii 
is now? The enormous centrifugal force of the earth’s 
rotation at a speed that made the day but three hours 
long was responsible for the detachment of the 5000 cn. 
bic million miles of matter out of which the moon was 
finally evolved. Such is one of the daring speculations 
of astronomers which, incapable of proof, are yet fasci- 
nating in their appeal to the constructive imagination of 
the scientist. Unique in origin, the moon presents other 
singularities; being smaller in mass than the earth, the 
moon's attraction for bodies is proportionately less. “A 
man in the moon.“ says Mr. Kaempffert, “could carry 
six times as much and run six times as fast as he couls 
on the earth. A good terrestrial athlete could cover 
about 120 feet on the moon in a running broad jump.” 
That the volcanoes of the moon are not all extinct is 
the opinion of many experts, especially Prof. Pickering 
of Harvard. They base it upon the persistence of vol 
canic action in a like crater cailed Linne, which has 
periodical fits of expansion and contraction, and by the 
dense clouds of white vapor which issue from a tortuous 
cleft known as Schroeter’s Valley. That the moon is 
not utterly dead is also the opinion of the most expert 
observers. What is expelled from the moon's craters re- 
sembles what is expelled from earthly craters—water 
and carbonic acid gas. But as the temperature of the 
moon's surface is probably 400 deg. F., the water 
issues as ice and snow, and this accounts for the brill. 
Haut appearance of the tops of the mountain ranges and 
craters when the sun shines upon them. But what of tia 
“variable spots that darken rapidly after sunrise and 
gradually disappear toward sunset?” They are not 
shadows, since shadows would be least visible when the 
sun is directly overhead. Prof. Pickering avers that 


they are “organic life resembling vegetation that flour- 
ishes luxuriantly when the sun shines and withers when 
night falls,” and is nourished by the carbonic acid gas 
which issues from the volcanoes and clings to the moon’s 
surface with great tenacity. Since a moonday lasts for 
fifteen of our days, the apparently short visibility of the 
“variable spots” is in reality a miniature season.

Plant Life Near the Sea. 


Twenty years ago there were few men in Southern 
California who believed that it would ever be practicable 
to have groves of trees on the edges of the sea cliffs, or 
lovely, luxuriant gardens down to the edge of the wave- 
washed sands; today in many parts of Southern Califor- 
nia, the sea mists kiss the lovely buds and blossoms 
night and day, and the foliage and bloom seems to gain 
in coloring wherever the salt breeze is felt. Often the 
sand near the shore must be reinforced with soil. More 
often there must be an increased water supply, and gen- 
erally young trees and plants must be protected from the 
stiff winds until they have become established and 
sturdy. There are many ways of attaining all this with 
little outlay or expense, and a garden near the ocean is 
just as practicable, and often less expensive, and more 
heautiful, than in the hot inland valleys. 

At Santa Monica are notable examples of tree mouths. 
At Oceanside fine shrubs, and great gardens of brilliant 
carnations, and roses, yield profit, as well as pleasure, to 
the owners. At Coronado are some of the finest gardens 
and lawns to be found in the State. 
has seen Sutro’s Gardens at San Francisco will know 
that what can be accomplished at this windswept point is 
entirely practicable anywhere else in the State, provided 
soil, water and a certain amount of windbreak is fur- 
nished. France and Italy have long since demonstrated 
thal their finest flowers were grown where the sea mists 
washed the petals. The largest farms where flowers 
are grown and perfumes manufactured are near the sea, 
and in our own State the great carnation farms are most 
profitable near the Pacific.

2 HOLIDAY DECORATIONS. 


HELPFUL HINTS FOR BEAUTIFYING THE HOME 
AT SMALL EXPENSE. 


“[{Housekeeper:] As the holiday season approaches, dec- 
Orations are uppermost in the mind. A false note ia 
too often struck by having the rooms so ladened with 
pine and holly that one experiences a sense of suffoca- 
tion. 


Over arches or doors a thick rope of ground pine is 
sufficient, and the green can be brightened by branches 
of holly. Holly wreaths tied with red ribbon will be suf- 
ficient for windows. Be sure when selecting the ribbon 
that it is a rich crimson, harmonizing with the berries. 
Vermilion color is too often seen and is entirely mar- 
tistic. 


Charming effects can be produced with little outlay 
for the table. A heavy wreath of holly will cost seventy- 
five cents. Place the wreath on a white embroiderej 
centerpiece and stand the carnations in a green vase 
in the center, or one can use a crystal jar, or even a 
white one with delicate ornamentation. This decoration 
may be easily ruined by the use of a pink, yellow or 
yellow-green vase or jar. If a little more elaborate 
trimming is wished, place streamers of red ribbon, 
matching the carnations in color, at each corner, fasten- 
ing a spray of holly with perfect berries on each. 


Chrysanthemums and roses are made of paper these 
days so as to appear as natural as their models. These 
flowers can be used time after time for table decorations 
if they are placed in boxes and covered, instead of be- 
ing left outside to collect dust and become crumpled. A 
small sum invested in hothouse. vines, to mix in, will 
make the artificial blossoms appear more natural. 


A low mound of chrysanthemums wreathed with holly 
or ground pine makes an appropriate table decoration. 
The blossoms should be Scarlet and white. 


Crystal candlesticks, hooded with scarlet and wreathe! 
at the base with holly, will add to the effect. 

Fruit is always an appropriate and pleasant center 
decoration. A silver dish is preferable. A pretty china 
or glass bow! lends itself charmingly, and the common 
chopping bow! filled with winter fruits and nuts, placed 
ip a wreath of holly, will prove a novelty.

THE STorY OF A STRANGE Cas 
OF INSANITY. | 


By a Special Contributor. 


URING the latter part of the last century few mer 
in England were more popular or more widely 
known than Lord Giendenning, and few had ren- 
dered more eflicient service to their country. He was 
a deep and profound thinker, a finished statesman, and 
had been the recognized leader of his party for many 
years; he was also considered one of the most eloquent 
speakers in the House of Commons, where he had come 
in conflict or competiton with the greatest debaters of 

On the 10th of November, 1888, all London rang with 
the startling news that his lordship bad gone suddenly 
and hopelessly insane. This seemed almost incredible, 
acs on the preceding day he had delivered one of the 
most powerful and impressive specches of his whole po- 
litical career. For days his house was besieged by an 
anxious and eager public, but the amount of news gainei 
Was very meager. 

In the early seventies he had married the daughter of 
Lord Bathmore, and his married life had been a very 
happy one. Lady Glendenning devoted herself to her 
husband's. work with a completeness that left 
her little time for other duties. She ~ was 
his confidant and adviser; to her he re- 
hearsed those of his speeches that were not ex- 
temporaneous, and with her he shared his defeats or 
victories, vexations and triumphs. The weight of his 
infliction fell with crushing force upon her, but her so- 
licitude and love wpuld not permit her to expose his 
infirmity to the public, so the world at large had to 
content itself with the statement that his lordship was 
suffering from a temporary collapse and had been re- 
moved to his country seat. Her efforts on his behalf 
were untiring; the foremost physicians of Europe were 
consulted, but one and all pronounced his malady incura- 
ble. 

He remained in his retreat for nearly a year, and his 
insanity had become an accepted fact, when suddenly 
he was restored to full mental and physical health and 
‘he assumed again his position in the political world. 
Powerful as he had been before his illness, now he as- 
tonished everyone by the extreme brillianey of his men- 
tality. Ten years later, in the very height of his fame. 
he died, followed in a few months by his devoted wife. 

The mystery of his malady and brilliant recovery was 
never solved. Not even the name of the physician who 
had effected the cure could be ascertained, and for years 
it remained a topic of surmise and conjecture. 

It has now become my privilege to place before the 
world a history of this interesting case, but before do- 
ing so it is necessary to say a few words in reference 
to the physician by whose means the cure was accom- 
plished, and also the manner in which his manuscript 
came to be placed in my hands for publication. 

When living in Paris I became acquainted with a phy- 
sician whose “Manuel de Magnetisme Animal” had cre- 
ated a furore a few years before. From our unity of 
thought sprang a friendship that lasted as long as he 
lived. His was a master mind; in comparison to his 
erudition the little occult knowledge which I possessed 
appeared as naught, and he became not-only my friend, 
but my teacher. 

One day in the early part of July, 1885, he came to my 
studio in Paris. I was surprised to see him, as he very 
rarely visited the city. He told me that he had closed 
his chateau, where he had been livng in semi-retirement, 
leaving it in the care: of an old servant, and intended 
passing the remainder of his life in India, where he 
could better pursue his studies in the sacred sciences. 
He spent several days with me, and when we parted | 
‘gorrowed as a son bereft of his father. 

For three years I heard from him regularly. Then 
came a break of nearly a year. During that time I never 
beard from him, nor had I any knowledge of his move- 
ments. His last letter was from Simla. I wrote to his 
address there several times, but received no reply. I 
became greaily worried, when suddenly he resumed 
writing. To my questions of his whereabouts during 
that year he wrote that sometime he would answer my 
inquiries, but not now. I never referred to it after 
that, as I knew there was some good reason for his se- 
erecy. Gradually his letters ceased altogether and I 
had heard nothing from him for many years, when I 
received a packet from his lawyer. 

Besides a letter announcing the death of his client 
and inc!osing several newspaper clippings from Calcutta 
papers to that effect, was one package sealed with the 
doc tor's crest which had, it seems, been left in the law- 
yer’s hands to be forwarded to me when the death of 
his client should occur. 

In the quiet of my study that evening I opened it. It 
eontained a detailed account of the malady and cure of 
Lord Glendenning, and I was bidden to have it published 
so soon as the principal actors in that drama had passed 
away. The mystery of the missing year was explained. 

The papers interested me greatly, for the cure had 
been a remarkable one. I understood how it had been 
accomplished, and recognized the force of the doctor’s 
arguments, but could I make the world stand it? Would 
not the medical fraternity “pooh! pooh!” the idea and 
get the author of it down as a madman? Would any good 
result from its publication? I doubted it, but his wishes 
being to me practically a command, I place it before the 
public, trusting that it may accomplish the good so 
earnestly desired. 

THE MANUSCRIPT OF DR. X 

“In giving ‘o the world an account of the case of Lora 

Glendenning, | am actuated by one motive and one only, 


i.e., the helping of humanity. After years of careful 
study and research I came to the conclusion that a very 
great percentage of the unfortunate persons now incar- 
Cerated in mad-houses and deemed incurable could be 
restored to their normal condition if their cases wer 
properly understood and carefully handled. 

“When the papers announced the insanity of Lord 
Glendenning I was in India. The case appealed to mo 
as a physician; moreover, I believed that I understvo4 
the malady. I determined to visit England and, if pos- 
sible, to persuade Lady Glendenning to place the case 
in my hands. Accordingly I sailed the latter part uf 
February, arriving in London nearly two months later. 

“T set out immediately for the country seat of Lord 
Glendefining, sought an interview with his wife and 
presented my credentials. She greeted me very kindly 
and I found that I was not unknown to her, as she had 
read several of my books. I told her that I had devoted 
many years of my life to the study of mental diseases 
and felt confident that I would be able to effect a cure 
After some little talk she gave me. at my request, a de- 
tailed account cf Lord Glendenning’s condition.

The transition from Croy to 
Gray does not unduly tax the imagination; indeed, a 
town in France now called Gray was formerly Croy. 

‘One of William’s train in 1066 was Paganus de Gray, 
and his armorial bearings are still extant, in an old man- 
uscript. The name “J. de Gray” is inscribed upon Battle 
Abbey Roll, and Anchitillus Grai was a Domesday ten- 
ant in Oxfordshire.

She was 
the greai-granddaughter, as everyone knows, of Henry 
VII. The union of the Grey family with the royal Tudor 
line, was on this wise—the Duke of Suffolk, who was of 
Grey lineage, married Mary, daughter of Henry VII, 
and widow of Louis XII of France. Their daughter, 
Frances, married Henry Grey, the Marquis of Dorset, af- 
terward Duke of Suffolk. Lady Janes Grey was their 
daughter. Not until the reign of James! were the Greys 
restored to their rights and court favor. 

From 1620 to 1720 twenty different families of Grays 
were established in the new world. The island of Nan- 
tucket was purchased from the Indians by the two broth- 
ers, John and Thomas Gray. The revolution found the 
family staunch patriots. New Jersey records show five 
brothers in the Revolutionary army. John Gray of 
Lebanon, Conn., was in the battle of Stillwater, and at 
the triumph of Saratoga. “I remember four wars,” be 
wrote im his diary; “two with France and one glorious, 
one foolish with England.“ His son, John, enlisted in 
the Revolutionary army when only fourteen years of 
age.

THE HIGHEST MOUNTAINS. 


LONG CONTROVERSY AS TO HIMALAYAN PEAKS 
FINALLY SETTLED. 


[New York Sun:] For years many geographers of con- 
tinental Europe have refused to accept the name Ev- 
erest, given to the highest mountain in the worid. 
They adopted the name Gaurisankar, on the authority 
of the German explorer Hermann Schlagintweit, who 
asserted that this is the Thibetan name of the mountain. 
It has just been shown that Schlagintweit was mistaken 
in supposing that he had seen Mount Everest. The 
mountain he saw lies a little south of west of Everest 
and about thirty miles from it. 


Nearly all the British authorities refused to accept 
the name Gaurisankar on the ground, now shown to 
be correct, that there was no conclusive proof that Ev- 
erest was the particular mountaih to which the name 
applied. But even the British were not entirely united; 
and one of their most famous mountaineers, Douglas 
W. Freshfield, has energeticaly asserted, at every op- 
portunity, that Gaurisankar should be adopted as the 
name of the culminating point of the earth's surface. 

The story of this long controversy over a name is in- 
teresting. In 1856 Col. Waugh, Surveyor-General of In- 
dia, sent word to England that a peak which had beea 
designated as XV“ in the official list of the great

not been able to discover that it had a local name. He 
said he had always adhered to the rule of assigning to 
every geographical object its true native appellation, 
but here was a summit that was probably the highest 
on earth and name could be found for it. It 
was his duty, ere , “to assign to this lofty pinnacle 
of our globe a whereby it may be known among 
} geographers and become a.household word among civ- 
ilized nations He had therefore named it Mount Ev- 
erest, after his predecessor, the late Surveyor-Genera! of 
India.

later, visited Nepal at the risk of his life, he saw hom 
the neighborhood of Kaulia, northwest of Katmandu, 
the eapital, a mountain bearing the name Gaurisankar. 
It was a great snow-covered peak, and he had no doubt 
that it was Mount Everest of the British survey. But 
he preferred to retain the native name, which has ever 
since been largely applied to Mount Everest in all non- 
British literature. 

In less than thirty years after the discovery of Ever- 
est, three British officers, Walker, Tennant and Tan- 
ner, gave some reasons for doubting that Everest and 
Gaurisankar were identical. The evidence was incon- 
clusive, and the controversy has never come to a rest. 
It has oceupled considerable space in the geographical 
magazines, especially in the years 1888, 1890 and 1801 
02. The question would of course have been setiled 
long ago if the Indian surveyors had not been debarred 
until recently from Nepal. 

The controversy is settled at last by the conclusive 
report of Capt. H. Wood of the Indian Survey on the 
“Identification of the Himalayan Peaks, as Seen from 
Katmandu, Nepal.” The report was recently published 
in Calcutta and has been accepted as decisive by Ger- 
man geograpiers 

Capt. Wood found from his point of view at Mahadeo 
Pokra, near the city of Katmandu, that Schlagintwei:’s 
Gaurisankar and Mount Everest are two distinct moun- 
tains. They werk both very clearly in view, and he 
was able to establish the position of Gaurisankar and 
its geographical relations to Everest. He also visited 
Kaulia, the place from which Schlagintweit had dis- 
covered Gaurisankar, and he found that Mount Everest. 
from that point of view, is almost covered by the nearer 
mountain mass. This explains the error of the Ger- 
man explorer. The mean of the determination by Capt. 
Wood of the height of Gaurisankar gives it an eleva- 
tion of 23,388 feet, while the accepted determination for 
Mount Everest is 29,002 feet. 

Stleler's Hand Atlas, Petermann’s Mitteilungen and 
other publications of the Gotha establishment have for 
many years used the name Gaurisankar in place of Ev- 
erest. The Mitteilungen now says that Wood’s survey 
settles the question. That for nearly half a century the. 
name of another mountain has been applied by many 
of the leading geographers to tke point of the earth 
which is highest above the sea is a curious illustration 
of the fact that accurate geographical knowledge has of- 
ten grown only by slow and halting stens.

SWORD OF FREDERICK. 


EVIDENCE THAT WASHINGTON RECEIVED SUCH 
A PRESENT FROM THE PRUSSIAN KING. 


[Washington Star:] The story that Frederick the 
Gieat sent George Washington a sword with the char- 
acteristic and epigrammatic message, “ the oldest 
general to the greatest general in the world,” has been 
familiar from our earliest childhood. It is a plain nar- 
rative as given by members of the Washington family, 
who alone have any knowledge, res or traditional, of 
the fact. The appraisers’ list of the personal effecis 
of Washington, made at Mt. Vernon, May, 1800, con- 
tains this item: “Swords and blades, $12,000." Among 
these which were chiefly presents, was the one sent by 
the King of Prussia. The personal effects of Washington 
were divided among the heirs, but a large proportion 
was left at Mt. Vernon for Mrs. Washington, who 
was still living. Upon her death Justice Bushrod Wasb- 
ington took possession of the mansion, for he was his 
urcle’s chief heir and the one to whom he intrusted his 
papers. Bushrod Washington ‘lived thirty years at Mt. 
Vernon, and bequeathed the estate and personal prop- 
erty, save an occasional gift, to his nephew, Col. John 
Augustine Washington, who also lived there thirty 
years. There was an immense accumulation of papers 
and relics—among other souvenirs of interest was the 
sword of Frederick. . 

Maj. Lewis Washington of Belle Air, Jefferson county, 
Va., visited his cousin at Mt. Vernon in 1858 At this 
time he was the owner of two of the five swords willed 
by Gen. Washington to his nephews—one direct from 
kit grandfather, William Augustine Washington; the 
other, that one which Justice Bushrod Washington re- 
ceived and had willed to his father, George Corbin 
Washington. Maj. Washington admired the elegant 
dress sword sent by the King and offered in exchange 
for it, being perfectly satisfied as to its authenticity, 
the Bushrod Washington sword. During his life this 
beautiful rapier was seen by many neighpors and friends 
at bis home. Some years after his death his widow, 
Mrs. Ella Bassett Washington, sold it, with other valu- 
able Washington relics, to the State of New York. These 
are now deposited in the library at Albany. In the cat-

While these 
birds frolicked on the ground or over fence and stone- 
pile, the more dignified members of their company sat 
upon the trees and sang their clear, whistling song, 
which rang out upon the air and made one feel thai 
they were indeed doing their part to make this matinée 
a success. -

Thermal Cantaloupes. 


CCORDING to the Redlands Review, there is to be 
A an extensive promotion of the cantaloupe industry 
out on the desert. That paper prints the following: 

“Marketing of cantaloupes on a large scale is to be 
undertaken by residents of the progressive desert town 
of Thermal, who have formed the Thermal Cantaloupe 
Association. Heretofore the ranchers in that section 
have marketed through the Coachella Association, with 
the result that though Thermal raises nearly half the 
fruit forwarded, and that, too, of a very fine quality, 
it is all known as Coachella produce. The Thermal grow- 
ers have received very flattering offers from several 
eastern houses desirous of handling that end of the 
business, and they have decided that the time is ripe 
for an independent association. Over 300 acres have 
been signed up, other growers being also pledged to 
ecme in. The outlook at Thermal is encouraging, many 
new people having joined the colony there this fall. In 
one section alone nearly 700 acres that formerly pro- 
duced only cacti and other desert growth, have been 
cleared and practically leveled in the last few months 
and will be ready for early planting.”’

Carissa Valley Chemicals. 


RITING under recent date, a Bakersfield corre- 
spondent contributes the following: 

„F. M. Meiggs, manager of the Carissa Chemical Com- 
pany, and D. M. Garner, the assistant manager, have 
feturned from a visit to their property in the Carissa 
Valley. They left at work there a surveying party un- 
der the direction of W. R. MacMurdo. The lines are 
now being run to accurately locate the claims, and like- 
wise the site for the company buildings and for the 
tanks will be chosen. There are to be six evaporating 
tanks and three drying tanks, and these will have a 
capacity of forty-five tons per day. 

“The extent of the soda deposit at the lake is greater 
than is generally conceived. The mineral claims locate! 
by the company comprise 2400 acres, and over this en- 
tire surface there is a deposit of crystalized soda in 
depth from six inches to four feet. But this deposit 
iz not to be utilized by the company. On the contrary, 


the water beneath the surface is to be pumped into the 


evaporating tanks and the crystalization from this liquid 
will be the source of supply. Beneath the surface wa- 
ter can be had at from six inches to two feet over the 


highly charged -with soda.as to assure a heavy precip- 
itetion when placed in the evaporating tanks. 

“The company expects to ship forty-five tons of the 
unrefined product from McKittrick daily when its plant 
is in operation. At the Bakersfield refinery this raw 
product when refined, and in connection with the other 
ingredients used, such as lime and charcoal, will make 
about ninety tons of the refined product. The lime to 
be used in the manufacture of the soda will come from 
Tehachepi, which for this purpose is of a very superior 
kind. The charcoal will also be a Kern-county product. 

“The choice of a site for the refinery has not yet been 
determined. Well-borer T. R. Orr has gone to the 
Curissa to sink a water well at the point where the com- 
pany buildings will be located.“

HE City of Mexico Herald says: 

“An excellent quality of graphite is mined in So- 
nora. The Joseph Dixon Crucible Company says it is 
superior to the Ceylon article for lead pencils, but worth- 
less for the manufacture of crucibles. In 1903 the 
United States consumed 37,758 short tons of graphite, 
valued at $1,598,589.” 


New Industry in Mexico. 


UTTONS are made from sheils found along the 

coast of Lower California. The manufactory whien 
bas been established at Las Paz is descritied in the No- 
gales (Ariz.) Oasis, which says: 

“During a century or more has Mexico exported pear: 
oyster shells and received them in return manufactured 
in the form of buttons. To show the difference in value 
between the raw material and the manufactured article, 
it is stated that while the entire value of the exportation 
from Lower California (the source of supply) of pearls 
and pearl oyster shells is only about $1,000,000 annually. 
the annual duty paid upon pearl buttons imported into 
Mexico exceeds $400,000.

St. David (Ariz.) Irrigation. 


ARMERS of St. David, Ariz., are planning an exten- 
sive improvement for that vicinity, according to the 
Tucson (Ariz.) Post, which says: 


“One of the biggest irrigation projects that has ever 
been undertaken by private parties in the Territory is 
planned by the farmers living at St. David. They pro- 
pose to tap the flow of the San Pedro River near Fair- 
banks, and by means of a big canal carry and distribute 
the water to the farmers at St. David, one of the richest 
farming districts of the Territory. At the head of the 
canal a dam will be constructed so as to back the water 
up and raise the level so that it will have a downward 
course all the way to St. David. There is one great 
danger that the St, David farmers will have in effectu- 
ally carrying out the scheme, and this will come in times 
of flood in the San Pedro River. The floods it is feared 
will wash out the dam and injure the canal, but the 
farmers hope to bridge this danger by having a number 
of flood gates.

ee Angeles County Leads. 


N the mileage of oiled roads Los Abe county 

has more than three times that of any other county 

in the State excepting San Bernardino. There are 
283 miles of roads oiled by the Supervisors and 130 by 
the municipalities of the county, a total of 513 miles. 
The mileage of the leading counties is, Santa Clara, 
173; Alameda, 160; Fresno, 159; Kern, 181; Orange, 143; 
Sacramento, 165; San Bernardino, 242; Ventura, 150. In 
the mileage of incorporated towns and cities San Ber- 
nardino heads the list with 157 miles. The first oiling 
of roads in Los Angeles county was done in 1898. Origi- 
nally only hot oil was used, but this form of application 
is giving way entirely to cold oil. The contract prices 
this year have ranged from 64 to 74 cents per barrel. 
An additional cost of 30 cents a barrel is added for 
freight and application upon the roads. The city of Los 
* has now 65 miles of oiled streets.

A New “Chu Chu” Plow. 


OMETIME this month there will be doing exhibi- 

tion work a power cultivator at Highlands worth go- 
ing miles to see. This auto-cultivator is a three-wheeled 
machine, two behind and one before, driven by a six- 
teen horse power gasoline engine with four cylinders.

The 
new auto was built by J. H. Pattee, owner of several 
hundred acres of citrus fruits at Highlands.

Florida Fruit Quarantined. 


HE Horticultural Commission of Los Angeles county 

a few days ago took charge of a small eonsignment of 
citrus fruits imported from Florida, isolating it in a 
dark warehouse and treating it to a killing dose of cya- 
nide. A few specimens of purple scale were found upon 
the grape fruit and the whole lot was captured on sus- 
picion. For three years the traffic in Florida nursery 
trees and plants has been tabooed through the execution 
of a special ordinance, and steps will now be taken to 
stop the importation of fruits. It was from this source 


that portions of Southern California became imfected 


with purple scale nearly two decades ago, and we are 
anxious that no chances of other infection are taken. 
This is the first time i have seen Florida oranges or 
grape fruit brought here for sale, and I think it will be 
the last.

ALIFORNIANS, accustomed to measuring their or- 

chard products by the thousand fons do not realize 
the extent of ffuit growing in other parts of the world. 
The Grecian currant crop this season is small, yet !t is 
estimated at 141,000 tons dried for the market, or 300,- 
000,000 Venetian pounds. With the hold-over fruit 
Greece is prepared to supply 355,000,000. The United 
States is second in the demand for this fruit, Great Brit- 
it than this country. The 
price expected by the Grecian factors for this fruit is 
about two and three-fourths cents a pound. Without a 
pretty stiff tariff what would California raisin growers 
do in the face of Unlimited yet excellent supplies of 
competing fruit from the Old World?

Misadvice vs. Demonstration. 


GAIN I wish, for the financial benefit of the newly- 

arrived fruit grower, to call attention to the fact that 
a great deal of money has been squandered this season 
in spraying for rel spider where no treatment was nec- 
essary. I make no reference to the many districts 
where the attacks of this mite have been so virulent 
that spraying was imperative, but 
spray, under the idea that the trees were suffering from 
this pest when careful examination proved it did not 
exist. I came across an incident on the 26th of las‘ 
month where a sprayer appeared on the ranch of a 
novice with plenty of money, and induced the novice to 
have his orchard sprayed with distillate for red spider. 
The new man was told that all his trees, orange and 
lemon, were being eaten up by this mite, and in alarm 
the grower told the sprayer to go in and destroy the 
pest. A few days after treatment the trees shed their 
leaves to an alarming degree, and a fine orchard was 
damaged sériously for a year. I looked over the grove 
carefully, and could see no evidence whatever that the 
spider had been upon the trees. I can now figure up an 
aggregate of over $100 that has come under my personal 
inspection, caused by misadvice or interested advice 
as was the case in the last orchard inspected. How 
great upon the farmers this drain has been no one can 
tell, but it might have been avoided. Men are at com- 
mand every day in the week whose duty it is to inspect 
trees free of cost to the owner upon request. They are 
accustomed to demonstrating the prevalence or absence 
of orchard pests and their services in the cases referred 
to would have been most profitable to the growers.

CLEARING FOR ACTION. 


SOMEtHING DOING ON Barrisn MAN OF WAR 
WHEN TROUBLE BEGINS. 


[London Daily Mail:] It is trite to say that a warship 
in the time of peace carries a number of things which 
are not only useless but a real danger in time of war. 
The order is therefore given to “clear for action,” and 
as a result everything that can possibly cause splinters or 
be set on fire is thrown overboard or stowed away, ac- 
cording to circumstances. The decks where wood is 
unavoidably used are thoroughly weited and kept wet 
by means of hose pipes. Everything is done to prevent 
fire, and to quench fire when it breaks out. 

As far bark as the siege of Gibraltar the greatest risk 
to the French and Spanish vessels was fire, and many 
were burnt down to the water's edge principally because 
the methods for extinguishing fire were inadequate. 

The reason for the order Clear for action” becomes 
terribly apparent as the battle proceeds. At long- 
range cannonade the sense of the order is not so appar- 
ent, but when it comes to close-range action the most 
terrible period of the battle has arrived. 


It is then that the vessel which has not had time to 
clear, or which has been improperly cleared, brings 
about its own ruin. It is then that the upper works, 
superstructures, military masts, funnels, ventilators, 
chart-houses, bridges, stacks of boats, and top hamper 
will be shot to fragments, and it is then that the fire 
demon plays havoc with the ship. 

The wooden companion ladders, mess tables, benches 
and other impedimenta found between decks are a 
source of great danger, and on this account the amount 
of woodwork in the British vessels has been cut down 
as far as possibie, although we have not gone so far as 
the Japanese and the Americans, who do without ta- 
bles. 

But jp the present crisis these mess tables are in the 
way, and to throw them overboard would be a loss. At 
the same time it is the wisest thing to do. 

Small boats, etc., are also a grave danger, and there 
is litile chance of their being able to save life after a 
battle, for they would be in pieces and most likely con- 
sumed by fire. It is here that the bravery of the sailor 
comes in, for he knows that there is no woodwork or 
spar to help him float if the ship goes down, and he 
also knows that what small boats are kept, if any. are 
useless. More than likely the life preser ers, too, have 
fallen victims to fire. J 

It can easily be seen that clearing for action takes 
some considerable time, and on the swiftness with 
which a vessel can be cleared very often depends the re- 
sult of the battle. Be it remembered, by the way, that 
the Baltic fleet is cleared for action all the time. With

qn*a graphic description of the future naval battle, 
Mr. H. W. Wilson in his “Ironclads in Action“ says: 
“Upon the upper works of the ships, then, will fall most 
of the damage inflicted during the preliminary cannon- 
ade. They will have been prepared for the strain in 
every conceivable way. Round the funnels sacks of 
coal will be ‘placed, and near the quick firers mantlets 
to catch the splinters. The conning tower and the po- 
sitions from which the ship will be fought will also 
doubtless receive attention. In this way the injury done 
may be reduced to a minimum, but it will still be ex- 
pensive. The effect of even small shells charged with 
high explosives upon ufliarmored structures is very 
deadiy. Great holes will be torn in the outer plating: 
splinters and fragments of side and shell sent flying 
through the confined space within: and any wood that 
may be about which has not been thoroughly drenched 
with water will be set on fire. 

“The funnels and ventilators may be riddled till they 
come down, and inside them, on the splinter gratings, 
which commonly cross them at the level of the armor 
deck, fragments of iron and wood will collect and ob- 
struct the draught. If the ventilators are blocked and 
the flow of air to the stokehold stopped. the stokers and 
engine-room men will be exposed to terrible hardships 
—gasping in a hot and vitiated atmosphere for the air 
which cannot reach them. The boiler fires will fail and 
the steam pressure sink.“ 

What with the stowing away of boat chains, screens, 
etc., the work of clearing for action is a matter of hours, 
not minutes. 


MILKING THE RATTLESNAKE. | 

It is stated that Dr. Marshal! of the pathological de- 
partment of the. University of Pennsylvania has allied 
himself with scientists of Europe in the effort to dis- 
cover an efficient antidote for the bite of venomous ser- 
penis. It is proper that this enterprise should be in- 
ternational, because ¥f results of value are entertained 
the whole,habitable globe will become their beneficiary. 
and perhaps spots on it not now considered habitable 
will then become so. Dr. Marshall is now in Europe 
making his experiments, but he has enthusiastic co- 
laborers working for him at the university and at the 
storehouse of the Philadelphia Zoo. To this latter post 
twice a month representatives of the university repair 
to “milk” the rattlesnakes and other venomous spec- 
imens. . The snake is throttled so it is impossible for 
him to use his fangs, and the poison sacs are then 
pressed, yielding perhaps a teaspoonful of yellowish 
venom.

supply. 

The product is taken to the laboratory, filtered and 
mixed with salt solutions until it erystalizes, and is 
then consigned to Dr. Marshall in Europe, who experi- 
ments upon guinea pigs, rabbits and dogs to test its 
toxicological effects. Enough progress has been made 
to learn that snake venom is not a simple poison, but 
is composed of several constituents of a proteid nature, 
each of which acts on one tissue class of cells. The onty 
human subject upon which the antitoxin has been tested 
was the colored janitor of the zoo, who was bitten by an 
escaped rattlesnake and recovered by the use of the 
serum. Serpents will never be agreeable associates, but 
their neighborhood will be robbed of most of its terrors 
should this scientific quest attain a completely sucress- 
ful jssue.— [Washington Star.

At the same 
time, many races of men have never used fermented 
bread, baking their flour into the shape of little cakes. 


‘The matzos“ used by the Jews during Passover much 


resemble the well-known Mexican tortillas. 

There is no doubt whatever that the fermentation of 
bread is one of the worst of the common offenses against 
the laws of health, causing much sickness and discom- 
fort. Ordinarily hop yeast is a vile product of the proc- 
ess of putrefaction, being simply the foul matter which 
rises to the surface of the vat as scum, or sinks to the 
bottom as sediment, in the fermentation of beer. As 
is well known, a very little leaven will start fermenta- 
tion in a big mass of dough. So will a small piece of 
fermented bread, eaten perhaps, with a big course din- 
ner, start the whole contents of the stomach into rebel- 
lious fermentation,eproducing gas and discomfort. Again, 
alcohol is formed in the raising of fermented bread. 
and it has been said that a person would take as much 
alcohol into his stomach by eating a few loaves of fer- 
mented bread as by drinking a glass of beer. Our pro- 
hibition friends should take note of this. It is quite 
pessible that in many cases the beer habit has orig- 
inated in the use of fermented bread. Another interest- 
ing point to be considered is the recent discovery that 
yeast is almost identical with the pus formed in small- 
pox and other filth diseases. 

Some hygienists declare that soda, saleratus, cream 
of tartar and the various compounds known as baking 
powder are still more injurious than yeast. 

Granting, then, that fermented bread is injurious, 
the next question is how to obtain a good substitute 
therefor. It is not an easy thing. ‘In fact it is one 
of the most difficult problems that confronts the hy- 
gienic cook. The following communication has been 
received from Mrs. H. J. I: 3 

“I cannot find words in which to express my appre- 
ciation of and gratitude for the things I have learned 
from your department during the last eighteen months, 
during which time I have been a careful reader of the 
seme. Will you kindly give a recipe for making un- 
fermented bread (either graham or whole wheat?) Will 
you also tell me why some of your correspondents sub- 
stitute middiings for whole wheat in the making of 
their bread? This will greatly add to my obliga 
to you.” 

In reply to this correspondent, the following direc- 
tions for making wholesome bread are reproduced from 


the Household Manual,” by Dr. J. H Kellogg. who, as 


is well known, is at the head of the big Battle Creek 
Sanatorium, in Michigan. As will be observed, the di- 
rections are not altogether s 9 explicit as might be 
wished: ‘ 

“Incredible as it may seem to cne who has never seen 
the matter demonstrated, it is nevertheleas a fact that 
bread possessing all the qualities of lightness and po- 
rosity may be produced without the introduction of any 
such deleterious substances as yeast, soda, saleratus or 
cream of tariar. Neither will it be found necessary 
te allow the batter to stand until the process of decay is 
spontaneously induced. Atmospheric air and soft water 


are the only materials necessary to render bre&d as light 


as can be desired. These harmless agents are incor- 
porated into the meal by proper mixing, and when hea’ 
fs applied the air expands and the water is converted 
into steam, so that the bread is effectually raised with- 
out undergoing the process of decay, or being contam- 
inated by any villainous chemical compounds. 

“One of the most important requisites is the selection 
of the proper kind of material. Good bread cannot d 
produced from poor flour by the most expert manipula- 
tions of a professional cook. Especially is good materia! 
important in making hygienic bread, since its excel- 
lence depends so largely upon the natural properties of 
the grain, and deficiencies and unpleasant properties 
cannot be obscured by the addition of foreign materials, 
a0 frequently employed in the old methods of bread- 
making. First-class flour must possess each of the fol- 
lewing qualities: 

“(1.) It mast be prepared from grain which has been 
matured, and which has not suffered deterioration from 
2 or mold, or from being exposed to moisture and 


all foreign substances before grinding. 

3.) The flour must not be deprivéd of any of the nu- 
tritious elements of the grain by the process of Wolt- 
ing,’ which is so generally resorted to, and which re- 
sults in ruining the teeth and constitutions of thousands 
of persons every year, and involves the reckless waste 
of by far the most nutritous portions of our natrient 
grains. In other words, fine flour should never be used. 
Wheat meal or graham flour, corn meal, oat meal, bar- 
ley meal and rye meal can now be readily obtained in 


“(2.) The grain should be thoroughly purified from 


nearly all localities; and they should always be used 


fingtead of bolted Hour. 


“(4.) The meal should be properly ground—neither 


— 


00 coarse nor too fine. If too -coarse, the hulls of the 
grain will be irritating to the delicate digestive organs, 
especially to those whose stomachs are rendered mor- 
bidly ggnsitive by disease. If too fine, the bread made 
from ii will de less likely to be as light as destrable. 

*(5.) Lastly, when water is used for making the bat- 
ter, pure soft water should only be selected. Hard wa- 
ter toughens the dough and greatly diminishes the ten- 
derness of the bread. No salt should ever be added io 
the water. 
the purpose of ‘softening’ the water, as the evil wil’ 
only be increased. — . | 

“After having selected the proper materials, much 
care and even cexterity is needed to produce good bread. 
The following general directions must be carefully at- 
tended to: 

„(J.) Care must be exercised to select just the righ! 
proportion of the ingredients for the particular artteie 
to be produced. Whenever convenient, accurate meas- 
urements should be resorted to. But it must be borne 
ir mind that different kinds of grain possess differcar 
absorbing qualities, and different qualities or grades of 
the same kind of grain will also vary in this respect. 
Hence the amount of water or other fluid to be incor- 
porated with a certain quantity of flour must be subject 
to certain variations. But a little careful experimenting 
will readily fix the proper amount in all cases. 

“(2.) Since the lightness of unleavened bread depends 
so largely upon the expansion of atmospheric air, it is, 


— 


evidently, quite important that care should be taken 


tc imeorporate into the batter as much of this harm- 
less ‘raising’ agent as possible. 

“(3.) Much also depends upon the condition of the 
oven, which must receive due share of attention. The

((.) All utensils emplo 
scrupulously clean, in to 
natural sweetness of the grain. 

“Do not be discouraged, even after repeated failures. 
Still persevere, and final success is certain. The mak- 
ing of good, wholesome hygienic bread is the very high- 
est triumph of the culinary art; and when accomplished, 
one of the most efficient means of restoring and preserv- 
ing health has been acquired. Bad bread is probably 
responsible for more despondent feelings, more ill tem- 
pers, more crimes, perhaps more suicides than any other 
article of food. And good bread is equally efficient in 
promoting health, cheerfulness, amiability, and even pi- 
ety; for we fully credit the statement that there is re- 
ligion in a loaf of bread.’ is not such a triumph, then, 
worth working for? | 

“(6.) If it is desired that the bread shod be ten- 
der and moist, it should be made with hot water. If 
dryness and brittleness are the qualities desired, cold 
water should be used, and the colder the better. 

“It is important that the meal should always be per- 
fectly fresh, as all kinds of flour deteriorate very rap- 
idly after grinding, especially when exposed to warmth 
and moisture. The best and cleanest grain should be 
selected.” . 

It will be observed that Dr. Kellogg lays special stress 
on the use of soft water. As the Los Angeles city wa- 
ter is quite bard, this may account for some failures 
here. The best thing here would be for a person to use 
distilled water in making unfermented bread. 

Where it is possible to buy a good hygienic bread it 


is a great saving of time, and perhaps of temper, o do 


se. A German baker has recently started making an 
unfermented whole-meal bread at the establishment of 
Miss Jeannette Smith, No. 1039 West Seventh street, 
where it may be purchased. This is sure enough old- 
fashioned hygienic bread, such as the editor lived on 
at a sanatorium in Switzerland for six months, ths 
patients getting nothing but this, in unlimited quanti- 
ties, with milk and fruit. The consequence of the con- 


| sumption of so large an amount of starch in heavy form 


was that the editor was laid up wita a bad attack of gas- 
tritis and flatulence, and incidentally spasmodic reten- 
tion of urine, necessitating a surgical operation.

Of 
late years Dr. Kellogg has been one of the strongest 
acvocates of this idea. However, let the correspondent 
try some of this bread and see what she thinks of it.

In fact, some recent investigators be- 
lieve that electricity is the basis of all life, and all mat- 
ter. This is getting perilously near to the dogma of 
our Christian Science friends, that “all is mind.” But 
then, electricity is matter, after a fashion. 

During the last few weeks, the atmosphere of this 
section has been surcharged with electricity, the result 
of which has been apparent in an over-wrought tension 
of the nerves, a feeling of unrest and irritation, a gen- 
eral lack of poise. Although a vast majority of pcopie 
have not recognized the cause they have not been able 
to avoid the effects. N 

Such a condition of the atmosphere as this tends in 
some cases to create conditions that lead to bickerings, 
spitefulness, jealousy, harshness, uncharitableness and 
even homicide and murder. There are likely to be far 
more divorces commenced during such a spell of wea- 
ther than when the blessed rain from heaven has car- 
ried off the electricity into the ground, washing the air 
and rejuvenating mother earth. . 

In the case of some highly nervous people they have 
been able to brush sparks from their hair. This is 
doubtless due to the long spell of dry weather, accom- 
panied by dessicating north winds, and an abnormally 
high temperature for this season of tne year. The wea- 
ther observer reports that the temperature for the ver, 
up to date is 2 degrees above normal. The rainfall, up 
to November 25, has been 1.14 inches, as compared with 
43 inches up to December 1 last year, and 2.25 inches 
average for the same period during the years in which 
a record has been kept in Los Angeles. 

The remedy for this condition of affairs is a good 
drenching rain. Unfortunately, there does not appear 
to be any immediate prospect of such a blessing. A lo- 
cal rainmaker went up Rubio Cafion a few days ago, 
and promised to bring some showers. The people, 
however, have little faith in these rainmakers, and 


their lack of faith is apparently justified. Meantime, a 


good old-fashioned downpour of rain would be a great 
thing, not only for the rancheros, but also tor all sorts 
and conditions of men.” We need rain to revive the 
pasture, to bring up the crops that have been planted, 
to make possible the planting of other crops, and to 
soothe the nerves of the general public.

RECENT dispatch from Oregon told of an old man 
who, being condemned to death for killing his son- 
in-law, deliberately starved himself to death in the 
county jail. The dispatch says the condemned man 
asked the Sheriff how long it would take him to starve 
to death, and that at the end bf two weeks’ abstention 

from food he died. 


This will doubtless be seized upon by the opponents 


of the fasting cure as a strong argument on their side 
of the case. It is nothing of the kind. This question 
was fully covered several months ago in these columns, 
when reference was made to the case of an Italian, 
who, also being in jail, had deliberately starved himselt 
to death, dying at the end of a few weeks, and to cases 
of shipwrecked mariners, who had died after a compar- 
atively short period of abstention from food. At tnat 
time, it was shown in these columns, in an interesting 
and convincing way, by Elmer Ellsworth Carey, associ- 
ate editor of Suggestion, that such cases as these prove 
nothing in regard to the possibility of undergoing a 
long fast under normal conditions. 
sons who thus starved themselves to death, they were 
under a great stress of painful emotions, and further- 
more, they have deliberately made up their minds to 
die within a certain brief time—in other words, they 
are under the influence of an anto-suggestion. In the 
case of shipwrecked sailors, they are usually under- 
going great hardships and suffering from exposure, in 
addition to the mental agony. 

On the other hand, it has been conclusively shown 
that, under proper conditions, invalids may abstain en- 
tirely from food for a month, six weeks, or even longer, 
with great advantage to their physical and mental con- 
dition. Where the patient is not an intelligent studer: 
of the laws of nature, he should, however, never under- 
take such a fast without instruction and guidance from 
an experienced hygienist. And further he must live 
right after he concludes his fast. 

The fasting cure, as a means of overcoming disease 
and eliminating morbid matter from the system, is now 
altogether to well proven to be whistled down the wind 
by captious critics, whether graduates of medical col- 
leges, or otherwise. Many intelligent physicians now 
insist on abstention from food in typhoid fever and 
other diseases, and the advantages are, in all cases, re- 
markable.

Let it not be forgotten that the fresh-air treatment is 
absolutely the only cure for tuberculosis, and that there 
is no section of the United States where this cure may 
be so conveniently practiced, all the year round, as in 
California. But to expect good results, consumptives 
must get away from the cities, with their dust, and mi- 
crobes, and nolses—must get out into the desert and 
foothills, or the mountains.

Bicycling for Health. 


ERE is the last of Prof. Warman’s second series of 
articles on physical education: 

“I do not hesitate to say that bicycling is a veritable 
Godsend to the man or woman in search of health, or 
to one who has it and wishes to retain it. But there are 
three things to be strictly observed in order to make bi- 
cycling a pleasure instead of a curse: First, modera- 
fion in distance; second, correct position; third, correct 
breathing. 

“Moderation cannot be specified by any special num- 
ber of miles. What is moderation with me (a chip of a 
boy only 57 years young) might kill some riders, and 
some riders would have no difficulty in leaving me in 
the lurch. I am not an expert nor an ex-spurt. In the 
summer of 1900, in Chicago, I rode ninety-one miles in 
seven hours (the mercury 91 in the shade.) Tired? No. 
I never tire. I always stop short of that point by ob- 
serving my own rule of moderation, viz., do not ride so 

you of any of the pleasure of 
her words, never ride until you 
are fatigued. If you going fifty miles and you feel 
that twenty, at a stretch, would tire you, just jump off 
at the end of ten miles and allow the muscles to relax 
for about two to five minutes, not longer. Do this at 
the end of each ten miles, if necessary, and you will 
reach your journey’s end as fresh as a daisy. 

“Correct Postiton.— This is neither erect nor the mon- 
key-on-a-stick position. It is the golden mean between 
the two extremes. To sit correctly is not, necessarily. 
to sit erectly. To do so, is physiologically wrong unless 
one uses (as he should) the hygienic instead of the rigid 
frame. Even then, for comfort, for vital economy, for 
speed, the rider should seek the center of gravity which 
u midway between the two wheels. If he sits erectly he 
becomes a drag on the rear wheel, is obliged to prope! 
or push the bicycle as if he were a thing apart; whereas, 
every true wheelman knows that he is a part of the thing 
itself (not necessarily a crank) so long as it is under 
motion—and under him. The body should incline for- 
ward from the hips without crooking the spine. This 
position leaves the chest well raised, giving freedom io 

heart and lungs, and prevents what has been the

Tune handle bars should be neither too high nor too 
low; not high enough to crook the arms, nor low enough 
to crook the spine. The arms should be straight when 
inclining (not bending) the body forward. . 

“The saddle should tip slightly forward—never the 
other way. It should be sufficiently high to allow the 
legs to almost fully extend with every revolution of the 
pedals. By heeding this caution—at any rate of speed— 
you will never experience the cramping of the thigh 


“To get the right position of the saddle and handle 
raise the saddle sufficiently high that when the 
e the lowest point, your heel will rest lightly 
without bending the body to the side. This ex- 


tend the leg without stretching, and when the ball of 


the foot (not the instep) Is on the pedal, you will have 
sufficient play of knee and ankle. This position will also 


“Correct Breathing.—By this 1 mean deep, full, dia- 


phragmatle breathing, and always through the nostrils 


even in hill-climbing. When a hill is so steep that you 
cannot ascend without opening the mouth, it is better 
and wiser to Jismount and push your wheel up. By con- 
trolling the diaphragm you will learn to control both the 
breathing and the heart action. Make it a muscular in- 
stead of a mental or nervous action by controlling the 
diaphragm through the action of the waist muscles. By 
al! means avoid opening the mouth and forcibly expell- 
ing the breath when reaching the top of the hill. This 


habit frequently results in valvular trouble, as it causes 


too great dilation of the heart. 

“I cannot speak too highly of the benefits of bicycling 
as a lung exerciser. When one is at rest be consumes 
about 500 cubic inches of air in a minute, but when 
riding a bicycle only nine miies an hour the air con- 
sumption is 1600 cubic inches a minute. At a speed of 


These 


twelve miles an hour the air consumption leaps up to 
2300 cubic inches, while at eighteen miles an hour the 
rider increases the consumption of air to 3000 cubic 
inches a minute. That is a consumption worth having. 

„Just one word more. Bicycling will reduce one's 
weight (if over fleshy) providing he rides fast enough 
and far enough to perspire freely and thus burn out 
the adipose tissue. If ono is underweight and needs 
good solid flesh he can get it by riding more moder- 
ately and eating nutritious food to repair the waste and 
su continue until nutrition exceeds the waste. As 4 
noted humoris! said: “It’s a poor mule that doesa’i 
work bot ways.”

[Note by the editor: To these three rules—modera- 
tion in distance, correct position and correct breathing

Apart from this, when 
taken in moderation, bicycle riding is undoubtedly, as 
Prof. Warman says, an excellent form of exercise. en- 
abling a person to cover a far larger amount of coun- 
try, and breathe far more ozone, than would be pos- 
sible on foot.] 
Frozen Filth. 


ISPATCHES from Washington state that there is 
great activity among the customs people, in seizing 


and sending back adulterated food products, or products 


that are not labeled as they should be. This is good, 
as far as it goes, but why confine the activity to imported 
foods? It is of far more importance that the food prod- 
ucts manufactured in this country, of which so much 
larger an amount is consumed, should be pure. In 
place of this, we find Prof. Wiley of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, devoting much time, and a 
large amount of the people’s money, to a fool inquiry 
a3 to whether preservatives in foods are injurious, pre- 
sumably for the benefit of the big Chicago packing- 

In this connection, attention should be called to the 
question of cold storage, regarding which Prof. Wiley 
announces that he will take up an investigation. This 
is a good idea. A few days ago a local paper announced 
that several large barrels of turkeys had been seized and 
destroyed by the Los Angeles Health Department. For 
every bird that shows such plain signs of decay on the 
surface that it fs thus discovered and condemned, how 
many thousands upon thousands of birds, in. various 
stages of decay, are eaten, producing mysterious dis- 
eases, and sometimes death. Incredible as it may ap- 
pear, it is a fact that several years cold-storage 
chickens and turkeys have been foisted on the Los An- 
geles public, frozen with their (the fowls’, not the pub- 
lie’s) entrails inside of them. The meat trust is accusei 
of this outrage. Leaving the entrails in adds a pound or 
80 to the weight of the fowl. The family pays, say, 25 
or 30 cents more for a fowl, ud the meat trust adds a 
good many thousands to its immense profits. Instances 
of persons rendered violently fll in Los Angeles by eat- 
ing of fowls treated in this vile manner have been re- 


ported. 

What a horrible idea to be eating such decaying 
corpses! Is it any wonder that so many people are sick? 
Is it not, rather, a wonder that so many manage to keep 
alive, when they thus outrage the most fundamental 
laws of nature? 

Lat it be plainly understood that no food in which de- 
cay has been arrested for a considerable period by an ab- 
normally low temperature can possibly be wholesome 
for human food, even though it looks so on the surface. 
For every pound of food so destroyed, because it shows 
evidences of decay, thousands of tons are consumed ev- 
ery year in this country, causing sickness and sometimes 
death.
